Secretary Addresses’ the Eco- 
‘noniic Club of Rhode Island 
‘and GivesHis Views on Con- 
servation--He Objects to Any 
Bottling Up of Resources. 


Providence, R. I. January 29.-—Alas- 
ka is a prize package, the full vale 
ef which no man can yet estimate, de- 
clared Secretary of the Interior Bal- 
linger before the Conservative Club. of 
Rhode Island and the Economic Club 
of Providence here tonight. 

In declaring that the natural wealth 
of the land’ should be ‘conserved, the 
geocretary made no reference to his 
controversy with Gifford Pinchot. He 
announced his willingness to answer 
eny questions after he had concluded 
bis address, but no queries were put 
to Rim. 

The secretary said that the home- 
stead statute signed by President Lin- 
coln was one of the most beneficént 
ever enacted for the upbuilding of 
this cduntry, and was of especial 
value to the’*farmers of Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Iowa and ,\other places fn the 
west, but was an absurdity in thé 
forest lands of Oregon, which were 
so thickly timbered as to be almost 
impenetrable, and almost equally ab- 
surd when applied to the valuable 
mineral lands of Alaska. 

No Bottling Up for Ballinger. 

In beginning his remarks, Secretary 
Ballinger declared that while he be- 
Ifeved in conservation, he 4@id not be- 
lieve that conservation meant bottling 
up natural resources. 

“Some people, I fear,” deglared the 
secretary, “have a notion that to con- 
gperve Our natural resources we must 

ickle them, or bottle them up. All 
inds of extreme notions are Iikely 
to be advanced by those who take 
an impractical view of this subject. I 
was confronted recently by the sug- 
estion that the government build 
omes wupOn the remaining public 
lands, fence them and stock them and 
rent them to applicants and become 
the landlord of the public domain. 

“It is all right to place reasonable 
restraint upon the use of our natural 
resources to prevent the mischiefs 
which result from monopoly and greed 
and extortion, but wher’ you attempt 
to regulate a man’s private business, 
or declare how he shall use his prop- 
erty, so that he can np longer exer- 
cise a reasonable independence” over 
it, he may as well surrender his bDusi- 
ness and his property to thé state and 
let the state operate it. 

“Individuality and incentive for in- 
Sustry will certainly disappear under 
any system of public regulation and 
control which imposes a strictly gov- 
ernmental guardianship over the citi- 
zen, 

Individual Liberty and Public Good. 


“The American system of govern- 
ment contemplates the freest possible 
exercise of individual liberty consist- 
ent with the public good, and in dis- 
cussing the conservation of our natu- 
ral resources and the supervision, reg- 
ulation and control that is proper to 
be exercised by federal or state au- 
thority, this principle should be con- 
stantly recognized. 

“After all,‘ the question of conser- 
vation is a question of practicing with 
our resources frugality and economy. 
Profliigacy and wanton waste of our 
inheritance in this particular, of 
eourse, is to be restrained whenever 
and wherever the power exists, and 
particularly when the loss affects the 
future happiness of mankind. 

“Our nation’s future, in the highest 
degree, igs involved in the perpetuation 
of our wealth and the ability of our 
people to live in happiness and pros- 
perity in all generations to come, 
therefore we can justly say that no 
man can gratify his lust for wealth 
or his ambition for power by destroy- 
ing the opportunittes to live and enjoy 
their share of the bounties of nature.” 


Taft's Recent Message. 


Secretary Ballinger referred to Pres- 
ident Taft’s recent message to con- 
gress, which declared that the soils of 
the country which produce the food- 
stuffs are also worthy of conservation, 
and, the secretary declared, the soils 
should- be imcluded in conservation 
with the forest, mine and the water 
resources. 

Water power resources should be de- 
veloped under government control, Mr. 
Ballinger insisted, to save the coal and 
the forests from being consumed for 
fuel. Mr. Ballinger declared that such 
development should be through private 
enterprise under government supervi- 
gion and control, and that congress 
Should? give to the executive branch 
@f the government the authority to ob- 
tain those results. 

“In View of the national interest in 
these resources,” concluded the secre- 
tary, “it is incumbent upon congress 
to give the executive branch of the 

overnment sufficient power and au- 

ority to protect against the. con- 
tinued waste and reckless dispdsition 
of the public domain, and it is the ear- 
mest desire of this administration 
that it may be clothed with sufficient 
authority and equipped with the nec- 
essary machinery to accomplish all 
that is possible through federal agen- 
cies in this particular.”

It is stated that Lioyd-George, who 
had a very high opinion of the elder 
George and is a firm believer in his 
theory of taxation, has urged young 
George to take up his residence in 
England, holding out as an induce- 
ment a seat in parliament at the ear- 
liest opportunity. While the Amert- 
can writer and economist has not yet 
definitely decided to do so, it is gen- 
erally whderstood that he will fall in 
with the,wishes of his kinsman and 
before very long take a seat in par- 
liament. 

All Watehing Aneutth. 

Now that election results are nearly 

all in, it is for Mr. Asquith to make 


,.the next. move, and every eye is*fixed 


upon him, Never has a. British 
statesman been called upon to solve a 
moré” pérplexing problem. Although 


the governmental coalition will have 
somethi like 125 majority, the min- 
istry will have to dépend upon the 
Irish mémberg for a@ continuance in 
public, and ft is this which makes Mr. 
Aaquith’s position difficult. . 

It is expected that his plan, or 
procedure will exelude the idea of 
thick and thin alliance with .the -Ja- 
borites and Irish. nationalists on their 
own terms. 

If the coalition is to continue, sdy 
the authorities who assert their ad- 
vance knowledge of Asquith’s parlia- 
mentary program, it will ‘be because 
the Jaborites consert te abandon such 
projects as their ‘right to work” bill 
and because the Irish dismiss thr hope 
of getting home rule on either the 
Parnell or Gladstone basis from‘ a 
whig prime minister. 

To go to great lengths in granting 
autonomy to Ireland and to bring in 
such a measure for unemployment in- 
surance, as was outlined by Mr. 
Churchill the other day, appear to be 
Mr. Asquith's principal intentions in 
the way of what an infuriated Tory 
peer calls “bribes for suppert to trai- 
tors and socialists.” 

If Messrs. Redmond and Henderson, 
leaders of the Irish and labors organli- 
zations at Westminster are to hold 
their followers in check and to tnduce 
them to accept the Asquith program, 
the coalition may prove an effective 
machine. Already there are indications 
that such will be the outcome. 


Liberals fm Better Heart. 


The week closes with the liberals in 
better heart as a result of their grad- 
ually swelling total. They emphasize 
the fact that with the laborites the 
government’s purely British majority 
will be forty. 

From the viewpoint of the politi- 
clans. the chief practical result is the 
marked weakening of the position of 
the ministry, which at the time 
of the dissolution of the last parlia- 
ment commanded a clear majority of 
58 over all other parties combined. 

In the new house of commons, the 
liberals will be unable to legislate 
without laborite or nationalist support, 
and the latter will be in a position to 
throw them out at any time they see 
fit unless the unionists come to their 
help, as it is concefvable they might do 
under certain circumstances.

(The Michigan Coach Agrees 
With Yale’s Football 


Nashville, Tenn., January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fielding Yost, the noted Michi- 
gan coach, is gratified over the recogni. 
tion paid Michigan players in Walter 
Camp's All-American football selection 
covering the past twenty years of play. 
“T have been playing and coaching for 
nearly fifteen years,” he declared, “and 
during that period I have seen practi- 
cally all the great ones. In the two 
men mentioned by Mr. Camp, Heston 


and Schultz, I am free to state that 
they tower far above any men I have 
ever seen in their positions. Those men 
were wonders in every departmént of 
play.” 

When asked what specific traits they 
possessed that marked them as the 
greatest at their respective places, he 
replied. that the same leading charac- 
teristic was to be found in each equally, 
and that was the instinctive ability 
to diagnose plays on the defensive and 
to divine movements of opponents in 
executing offensive plays. “Those two 
men.” he declared, “had what is com- 
monty: known as ‘football! brains’ to a 
remarkable degree. and their native 
knowledge of the game was backed by 
magnificent physiques which could 
stand unlimited punishment. In addi- 
tion they took perfect care of them- 
selves, and had that spirit that works 
fn harmony with others, without which 
jt is impossible to make great footbal! 
players. 

“Heston expressed the cardinal note 
in football, as well as anybody I ever 
heard,” he continued. “He replied once 
to an inquiry as to how he played the 
Same by saying that his system was 
to work his searchlights and jump the 
dead ones. Those fellows were always 
to be found where the live part of the 
game was.” he concluded. 

Coach Yost states that he will have 
mo spring practice at Amn Arbor-this 
season.

schedule for the eastern racing sea- 
son thig year shows a general curtil- 
ment, it also shows positively that 
Pimlico will sound the turf bugle for 
the east. Pimlico’s racing dates this 
spring will be from Wednesday, April 
20, to Saturday, May 7—sixteen days. 
A trifle ¢garly, but under these dates 
there will be no competition with 
eastern tracks. William P...Riggs, of 
the Maryland Jockey Club, selected 
the dates as the most feasible... Late 
April and early May ig a season of 
beautiful weather in Maryland and I 
confidently expect that the best of 
our stables will flaunt their colors 
at the Baltimore track this season: 

Easterners wished for an earlier 
opening at Pimlico, They wished to 
see the turf season there begin on 
April 1, if possible. An early April 
meeting would have left racing dates 
here for the season to begin on April 
15 without the possibility of conflict 
wiih Aqueduct and Jamaica. 

I gaw Riggs in New York early 
this week and spoke to him of the 
general wish for an earlier opening at 
Pimlico. 

“We would have heen glad to open 
the season On April 1 if we could have 
seen our way clear to do so,” said he. 
“But the soil of Pimlico’ track is 
largely clay ‘and the winter frost 
stays in it until well into April. Also 
Baltimore people object to an early 
opening. I don't know why, but they 
do.”’ 

The tentative sthedule for the east 
is: 

Aqueduct—May 12 to 198. 

Jamaica—May 20 to 27. 

Belmont—May 28 to June 10. 

Gravesend—June li to 24. 

Sheepshead Bay—June 25 to July §&. 

Brighton—July 9 to 22. ‘

Saratoga—August 8 to 2 

Belmont Park and Gravesend will 
hold one more day's racing than last 
year, but Empire City has three days 
cut off. This may be punishment foe 
last year, when the Empire City mest 
was suddenly canceled after horbe- 
men had made all arrangements for 
it. Aqueduct and Jamaica suffered 
from late fall meetings last year, 580

While I am upon the topic of racing, 
I might say that Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, the American sportsman, has 
bigger plans for his horses in Eng- 
land this year that he had last. When 
we consider that Mr. Whitney won 
more money upon the British turf 
than any other American in 1909, we 
naturally expect some astounding 
events for his colors this year. Suf- 
ficient it is to say that he expects to 
win the Derby. Mr. Whitney's 
horses won thirty races, netting him 
over $50,000. James R. Keene was 
second, with sixteen victories. Louis 
Winans and Herman Duryea follow. 
Fifty thousand Gollarg may not seem 
large to American followers of the 
turf, but it must be remembered that 
the purses and stakes are smaller 
here and the honors larger.

man of the committee, has already 
come to a substantial understanding 
with members of the committee as to 
what shall be done. Professor Dennis 
is neither radical nor conservative, so 
that the game'wil! not materially suf- 
fer from his handling. He is a keen 
athlete himself and a follower of col- 
lege rugby and he has never shown 
decided interest in the far-fetched 
schemes for completely changing’ the 
game. . 

From Atlanta. Ga., where the South- 
ern Intercollegiate Association has 
been at work, come a number of aur.« 
estions. I shall not take space save ' 
or two or three of the more impor. 
tant: 

Divide the game into four periods 
with f:ve-minute intervals and limit 
entire game to sixty minutes. 

No piayer on the team having the 
ball shali use his hands to assist the 
runner carrying the ball. 

The offensive team shall have sever 
men known as linesmen at the mo- 
ment the ball is put into play. 

All incomplete fqrward passes shall 
count as dawne.

fect concord. Any statements likely | 
to give color to the contrary have | 
their origin and force golely in the 
mind of Dr. R. D. Stinson, the self- | 
constituted mouthpiece of the college. 

“Again, the authorities of the school , 
are as keenly alive to the value and! 
need of industrial education as is Dr. ! 
Stinson or anyone else. There is no 
disagreement on this point. As proof 
of it, we point to the fact that the at- 
tendance on the Industrial depart- 
ments is larger today than ever be- 
fore in the history of the college. If 
there are any doubters, we cordially 
vite personal examination. 

“Moreover, the recent fire has not 
been the occasion of any division. The 
authorities are unanimous in their 
purpose to restore such portions of the 
building as were desroyed or dam- 
aged by the fire. They are also united 
in their purpose not to make an ap- 
peal to the public at this time for 
financial aid, save to relieve those stu- 
dents who lost their personal effects, 
the same not being covered by in- 
surance, 

“As to the public, we are safe in 
saying thatthecollege enjoys the con- 
fidence of all classes of the colored 
people of this city, and we trust that 
the same is true of the white people. 
We are expending much effort and 
money to. maintain the buildings and 
grounds on a plane tn keeping With 
the surroundings of the. neighborhood. 
We are also bringing every possitie 
influence to bear to control the con- 
duct of the students so as to avoid 
giving offensé te the most sensitive 
and exacting of the dwellers adjacent 
to our property. We think that the 
views of the authorities of the college 
ought to be accepted by the public 
rather than the statements of a mere 
agitator. 

“As to the gale of the college prop- 
erty, that, so far as we know, ig not 
at present under consideration. We 
have been advised that Dr. Stinson is 
trying to impress certain real estate 
dealers that the property is for sale. 
The property belongs to the members 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church in the state of Georgia, and its 
disposition by sale would constitute 
a very large and debatable proposi- 
tion, seeing that there are about sewv- 
aca thousand persons directly inter- 
ested.” 


LONG HAULS OF MAIL 
HANDLED AT A LOSS 


So a Witness Says at Inquiry 
Into Second-Class 
Rates. 


Washington, January 29.—That the 

government is handiing long hauls of 
mail at a low rate, and consequently 
at little or no profit, or at an actual 
loss, while the express companies and 
the railroads are making the short 
hauls and reaping good financial re- 
sults, was the general consensus of 
opinion today at the inquiry into 
second-class mail rates by the house 
committee on postoffices and post roads, 
The government charges 1 cent a 
pound for second-class mail without 
regard for the length of haul. Testi- 
mony was given to the effect that rail- 
road and express companies do not 
compete with the postoffice department 
on coast-to-coast’ business and similar 
long hauls, but slightly underbid the 
government rate on the shorter and 
more profitable business. 
These statements were brought out 
through the examination of Stephen 
Farrelly, manager of the American 
News Company. He told Murdock, of 
Kansas, that if the government raised 
its present rate it would merely result 
in extending the zone in which -the 
railroad and express companies were 
able to reap profits in competition with 
the postoffice department.

FRANKING PRIVILEGE 
DEFENDED BY SIMS 


The Tennessean Says It Is Not 
Abused by Congress- 
men. 


Washington, January 29.—Defending 
members of congress against publish- 
ed charges that they abused their 
franking privileges, Representative 
Sims, 6f Tennessee, today declared that 
this privilege cost $500,000 annually 
against a deficit on second-class mail 
matter of $64,000,000. 

“This deficit,” he said, “amounts in 
one year to as much as the franking 
privileges cost in 120 years.” 

Mr. Sim’s statement aroused a great 
deal of interest on the part of the 
members of the house. Republicans 
and democrats gathered about him as 
he continued his speech. 

“This newspaper,” he said, reading 
further from a clipping he held in his 
hand, “appeals to members of congress 
to organize, a reform among them- 
selyes.”

The deficit in the registry division 
of the postoffice department was given 
by Mr. Sims as amounting to $4,000,000.

Colonel Livingston Also at 
Work to Have Suitable Mark- 
ers Erected on the Battlefield. 
Army Engineer to Make a 
Survey.

Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
Senator Bacon addresseda letter to the 
secretary of war today asking that an 
army engineer or staff officer be dele- 
gated to make a survey of the battle- 
field of Peachtree Creek with the view 
to erecting suitable markers on the 
Bite of the battle. It is expected that 
Becretary Dickinson will request that 
an officer of the department of the gulf 
be delegated to make the survey. A 
bill to defray the expenses of such a 
survey has been prepared by Colonel 
Livingston, and will be introduced in 
the houge next week. The bill will cal) 
for ab appropriation of $1,000, or so 
much thereof as may be needed for 
this work. 

Markers on Site of Battle. 

Colonel Livingston will also seek in 
2 separate bill to have $1,000 appropri- 
ated to erect suitable granite or other 
markers on the site of this battle. 

The activity of Senator Bacon and 
Colonel Livingston was@brought about 
by the report in the Atlanta papers 
that a road had been surveyed through 
the old battlefield and that it would 
goon be built up and thickly settled. 
Before this is done, they wish the 
country surveyed with the idea of 
marking the most interesting points 
on the battlefield. It is expected that 
whefi these spots are indicated by an 
engineer or commissioner who will 
look up the records of the battle, and 
the movement of troops on the field, 
that appropriate markers will be 
placed thereon by the government, 
similar to those set up on the field of 
Chickamauga by the state .of Georgia. 

Colonel Livingston in Battle. 

Colonel Livingston has evinced the 
keenest Mterest in this movement, and 
has already interviewed members of 
the house committee on military af- 
fairs to secure the’ cooperation in the 
plan outlined. . 

“If took part in the battle of the 20th 
of July, 1864," said the colonel. “Har- 
dee’s corps was ordered to drive the 
enemy across Peachtree- creek. We

Although signed by Dr. Bernard in 
his official capacity as corresponding 
secretary of the committee on cooper- 
ation, Georgia Baptist Convention, I 
am assured it was not authorized. This, 
of course, robs it of the authority 
claimed for it, and leaves it simply as 
the opinion of an individual. 

AS a Baptist myself,.as well as the 
executive secretary of that convention, 
L would prefer not to discuss the mat- 
ters raised by this article in the secular 
press; but, as Dr. Bernard has chosen 
this medium in which to stab this great 
spiritual movement, and to impugn the 
motives of those connected with it, and 
has done so over his official signature, 
although unauthorized, common fair- 
ness demands that some notice be 
taken of it in the manner that he has 
chosen. 

Let me say at the outset that the 
Macon convention was “undenomina- 
tional” only in the sense that it was 
not denofMMinationally authorized. In 
every other respect it was a 
denominational gathering, fostered 
by the denominations, and con- 
trolled by their leaders and laymen. 
The use of the word, therefore, in the 
article, is misleading. 

Dr. Bernard says: “An organization 
with headquarters in. New York, or 
Baltimore or Philadelphia, or some- 
where north,. though it matters not 
where, has conceived the idea that-the 
world—the whole round world—can 
and ought to be converted to some sort 
of omnium gatherum (whatever that 
is) Christianity during the next gener- 
ation or twenty-five years. It is a won- 
der the time was not set for the’*next 
twenty-five hours,” etc. In other 
words, an-organization, whose name he 
doesn’t even know, whose habitat he 
is ignorant of—although it is some- 
where north, and that is enough to 
damn it—has “conceived the idea. of 
converting the world to some sort of 
thing that he can’t even name in plain 
English. It must be awful, if it is as 
bad as what he called it. 

This is illuminating, to say the least. 
As a matter of information, the move- 
ment to which he refers is not an “or- 
ganization.” It is simply a “move- 
ment,” and that explains its unofficial 
character. It tas headquarters at No, 
1 Madison avenue, New York, and is 
mot seeking to convert the world in 
this generation or any other genera- 
tion to any “omnium gatherum,” or 
anything like it. With a faith that is 
militant, they believe the world ean 
be “evangelized’’ in this generation, 
and under the terms of the great com- 
mission which Dr. Bernard says he ac- 
ceptsy they are going to capitalize their 
faith, by stimulating the laymen in all 
the denominations to larger gifts for 
the purpose of preaching the gospel in 
all the world.

The real trouble, however, is that Dr. 
Bernard is frightened. He says, “An 
invasion of Georgia” has taken place, 
“with a plan of work which disregards 
a plan already adopted by Baptists in 
their own convention somewhat re- 
cently assembled.” His jealousy as a 
Baptist leader for his denominational 
enterprises is commendable, but is his 
scare justifiable, and is it an even poor 
excuse for a wholesale attack on a 
great missionary movemerit, the sole 
object of which is to quicken the spirit 
of giving which everybody confesses 
needs vitalizing? 

In truth, the Macon convention was 
not an “invasion” by foreigners or 
anybody else. It was called by Geor- 
gians, promoted by Georgians, and 
composed and managed by Georgians. 
And it came with no purpose to dis- 
rupt, disorganize or interfere with any 
denominational program or policy. If 
such a thing were even conceivable, 
much less possible, the very presence 
of so many denominational leaders and 
laymen,-each jealous for their own in- 
terests, would have made it impossible. 

Now a word from the Baptist view- 
point. The modern laymen’s movement 
was called into existence as the result 
of a resolution offered by a Baptist. 
The Southern Baptist Convention rec- 
ognized it at once, and elected Dr. J. 
T. Henderson, of Bristol, Tenn., as the 
general secretary of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement, of course within its 
own bounds. In a pamphlet before me, 
Dr. Henderson sets forth a plan of 
Baptist organization along _ the identi- 


“cal lines of the so-called undenomina- 


tional movement. The Georgia Baptist 
Convention followed the lead of the 
S. B. C., and appointed a laymen’s com- 
mittee for Georgia to carry out the 
general policy of the movement. To 
safeguard Georgia interests, this policy 
has been made to conform to the Geor- 
gia Baptist program. The chairman of 
the deputation committee of the Macon 
convention is chairman of the Baptist 
laymen’s committee for Georgia; the 
foreign missionary secretary of the 
Georgia Baptist Convention was pres- 
ent at the Macon convention, and open- 
ed it with an address; the secretary of 
the L. M. M., S. B. C., and the educa- 
tional secretary of the 8S. B. C,- were 
both on the platform of the Macon 
convention, and made addresses, like- 
wise the president of the 8S, B. C.; Dr 
Jameson, president of Mercer univer- 
sity: Dr. T. P. Bell, editor Christian 
Index, the Baptist organ in Georgia, 
and Dr. B. D. Ragsdale were registered 
delegates to the Macon convention, and 
attended the sessions; all the Baptist 
pastors in Macon were solidly behind 
the Macon convention, to say nothing 
of the many others from different sec- 
tions of the state; and to conclude 
both the executive secretary and the 
assistant secretary of the Macon con- 
vention were Baptist ministers and 
pastors. 

In view of this, Dr. Bernard’s lecture 
is a little jarring.

New York, January 29.—(Special.) 
Big railroad men, great catpains of 
industry and high government of- 
ficials have joined hands to get at the 
solution of the high-price problem in 
a businesslike way. Men like J. J. 
Hill, J. P. Morgan, B. F. Yoakum, W. 
W. Finley and Andrew Carnegie have 
taken up the subject, and while there 
has been no organization of these men 
@s yet, it is said ag a fact that they 
have been in consultation not only 
among themselves, but with President 
Taft and other high officials, both 
State and national, as to what is best 
torebe done 

It ig the opinion of men of affairs 
that the whole trouble lies in. the 
steady drift of population to the cities, 
and the consequent cutting down of 
the relative productivity of the farm. 
In other words, there ls a steady 
srowth in the consumption demand 
without a corresponding increase in 
the supply of the necessities of life. 

Agitation -Bad for Business, 

These financiers and railroad men 
are not taking up this question in a 
spirit of pure philanthropy. They real- 
ize that the agitation is bad for bus- 
iness; that it is bringing about an in- 
flamed public opinion highly inimical 
to big business, which, if not checked, 
fs almost certain to lead to what they 
demn ill-advised legislation, which 
will cripple industries. Believing, as 
they do, that natural causes have 
brought about the Breat increase in 
prices, they are determined to use 
their great power, not aloneof money, 
but of conservative ability, to apply 
the proper remedy and start the tide 
of population back to the country 
and to increased population. As James 
J. Hill sums i¢ up: 


“Sixty-five per cent of our 
are living in the cities.

Power of Speaker. 


Clark Introduces Resolution 
Giving House Power to Elect 
New~ Committee on Rules. 
Taft Trying to Keép Republi- 
cans From Fighting Cannon. 


Washington, January 28.—The many- 
angled fight in the house of represent- 
atives over the question of revising 
the rules of that body took a new turn 
and assumed additional importance 
when Representative Champ Clark, of 
Misouri, leader of the minority, intro- 
duced a resolution just before the clos- 
ing of today’s session, providing for 
the election by the house of a new 
rules committee of fifteen members. 
Special significance is attached to the 
Clark resolution by the fact that Mr. 
Clark is himself a member of the pres- 
ent rules committee. 

Provision is made in the resolution 
to “revise, amend, simplify and codify 
the present rules of the house,” and 
“report to the house at the earliest 
day practicable.” 

Nothing About Removal of Cannon. 

The resolution contained nothing 
about the removal of Speaker Cannon 
from the commi tee, but the last sec- 
tion of its provides that the “commit- 
tee on rules appointed by the speaker 
at the last session of the sixty-first 
congress shall no longer exercise the 
power and function of the rules com- 
mittee.”’ 

The members of the present com- 
mitte are Speaker Cannon, Represent- 
atives Dalzell, Smith of Iowa, Clark 
of Missouri, and Fitzgerald. The reso- 
lution will go te the rules committee, 
where the Fowler resolution, intro- 
duced a couple of days ago, is now re- 
posing. Whether Mr. Clark will be 
able to get his resolution reported out 
of the committee is a question in re- 
to which he himself declined, 
to speculate, but his membership on 
the committee is considered a point in 
favor of some action. 

Mr. Clark pointed out tonight 
there were other ways in which 
could bring his resolution before the 
house, and said that these methods 
might be employed. 

Whether a majority of the house can 
be mustered to amend the rules at this 
time is a question which cannot be an- 
swered. The republican insurgents are 
expected to support the Clark resolu- 
tion with one or two exceptions.

“The statement that the president 
of Princeton and the vast majority of 
the alumni

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FEDERAL INCORPORATION MEASURE 


Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
Judge Adamson is suspicious of the new 
scheme for the federal incorporation 
of companies engaged in interstate 
commerce. He thinks it favorable to 
the trusts and actually desired by them. 
He thinks it is an attempt to pull the 
claws of the states, and will provide a 
haven of refuge for the giant com- 
bines. 

Judge Adamson does not beliece that 
the evils of the proposal were in the 
mind of the president when he sug- 
gested the plan. Other congressmen 
who have discussed the plan point out 
that some means should be provided 
for the forfeiture of charters when 
combines engage in monopolistic en- 
terprises. Otherwise federal incorpor- 
ation would be a grant of perpetual life 
to trusts. ‘ 

Though the administration measure 
was drafted by Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, and is considered constitu- 
tional in its present form, there is no 
telling what it would be after amend-

Such a tedious and 
roundabout process is not to be con- 
sidered. 
Judge Adamson Talks. 

Judge Adamson, of Georgia, a mem- 
ber of the house committee on inter- 
state commerce, in discussing the pres- 
ident’s proposal, said: = 

“The president’s proposition for fed- 
eral incorporation of concerns engaged 


in interstate commerce, is neither newiv 


nor good. It is the old centralist idea 
ef avoiding the restrictions by which 
local authorities protect the people— 
the only authority that will effectu- 
ally regulate and compel honest cond!i- 
tions and fair dealings. 

“I do not charge that the president 
has any bad motive, but the people 
who wish federal charters desire them 
because they believe they will be s0 
construed, regarded and upheld by fed- 
eral courts as to break down and de- 
stroy what is termed interference by 
the states. Every intelligent man 
knows that it is impossible for a state 
to interfere in any respect with inter- 
state commerce, but the states may, un- 
der the constitution, pass and enforces 
such laws as will exclude dishonest 
and unlawful institutions and practices 
and secure and insure the people 
against them. 

“The idea of the centralist is, first 
that a charter granted by the United 
States is of superior strength and sanc- 
tity and authorizes the corporation to 
exercise unlimited authority and un- 
restricted right and power everywhere. 
In law that is false. The regulation

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of a person's. conduct, whether natura! 
or artificial, is in no wise affected in 
this country by its paternity or crea- 
tion. A corporation is simply an artili- 
cial person which may do business in 
perpetuity. Under a system of comity 
made absolutely unlimited, as to honest 
operation, by the commerce clause of 
the constitution corporations, without 
regard to their origin, do business 
everywhere in this country. That ought 
to be satisfactory to all whose purposes 
are good. Bad purposes ought not to 
be given effect if possible. 

“Of course it is known that federal 
can encroach upon popular 
right and usurp authority, which they 
constantly do. It is, therefore, ex- 
pected that federal ceurts will attach 
superiar importance to federal char- 
ters and, by construction, strike down 
local authority and give unbridled lib- 
erty to the transactions of such federal 
corporations. 
“T do not say that in all cases these 
expectations would be realized nod that 
the president has such purposes. There 
is no sense in the proposition except 
for that purpose, and that being an 
improper purpose i do not see how 
good citizens can approve it.

It is stated on high authority that 
the government has been informed 
that Japan is purchasing large stores 
of military and surgical supplies, and 
that Japanese naval and military of- 


ficers on léave have been ordered to 


rejoin their colors. ; 

Bearing in mind the quietness of 
Japan’s preparations previous to the 
late war, Russthn newspaperdom not 
unnaturally is suspicious that the 
Asiatics are getting ready for more 
trouble. 
States must be, in their opinion, the 
object of any hostile movement on 
the part-ef the Japanese. As the sit- 


uation in Manchuria has given rise to 


much friction, it is believed here that 
in case the Japs are looking for trou- 
ble, Russia will be again called upon 
to bear the white man’s burden in 
Asia. 

The Nevce Vremva says: “No ap- 
peasement of the public ala®m has re- 
sulted from the governmental com- 


munication, for it can no longer be 
doubted that Japan is arming. It is 
her right, and even her duty. Russia 
has the samé right and the same duty.

Russia, on her side, 
must not forget the principal basis of 
peace—-the creation of a power. No- 
body is excited or provoked or threat- 
ened by the silent strengthening of 
one’s positions, but everything is saved 
by it. We insist upon that, without 
respite in the future. as we have de- 
manded it in the past.”

SOME: SUICIDE 
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PROBLEMS 


SURGEONS CANNOT SOLVE 


£ 

New York, January 29.—(Special.)— 
Why are suicides most prevalent in 
late summer, supposedly-one of the 
most pleasant seasons of the year? 
Why is stabbing a summer diversion 
and shooting a winter one? Why are 
mcre persons injured by accidental 
burns in summer than in winter? The 
latter query is not to be answered by 


{taking into account the Fourth of July, 


and all of them come in the category 
of unanswerable questions, which 
neither the officers of the accident 
wards of the city’s great hospitals, 
nor even the ambulance surgeons who 
bring the cases in can answer. There 


tare many curious things indeed inci- 


dent to the work of an ambulance sur- 
geon in one of the big city hospitals 
of the present day, as no one appre- 
clates better than the men engaged In 
the exacting calling of patching up the 
55,000 odd annual victims of injury or 
iliness In the streets of New York. 
"In the common impression the am- 
bulance service of the modern hospital 
exist for the purpose of taking care 
of the victims of street accidents and 
other emergencies involving injury and 
sudden death. So, in the main, they 
do, but the average citizen might find 
cause for astonishmént if he could see 
things from the viewpoint of the men 
in the “business,” as they speak of it, 
and delusions life is heir to it is that 
passes in the guise of “cases” under 
the ambulance surgeon's capable eye. 
Not the least interesting of the curt- 
ous things to be discovered is the fact 
that the apparently haphazard and 
chance-governed distribution of “cases” 
depends in reality in many instances 
upen clearly discernable conditions, 
which cause them to vary through reg- 
ularly marked cycles. The reasons for 
scme of these variations are obvious 
enough when one's attention is called 
to them. It is only natural that there 
should be more cases of heat prostra- 
ticn in summer and of exhaustion from 
exposure in winter. It is also plain 
that the liability to certain kinds of 
accident, such as falls or injuries from 
flying objects, is greater in time of 
storm or high winds than in fine weath- 
Rut the cases which regulate other 
variations are less patent at first 
glance. Why, for instance, should 
there be more cases of alcoholism re- 
quiring hospital treatment in cold 
weather than in warm? Oh why should 
be more frequent in 
when the

summer than in winter, 
chances of contact with fires and lights 
are obviously greater in the cold 
weather months? The prevailing meth - 
cad of celebrating America’s national 
holiday might account for July's lead- 
ership in this particular kind of cases, 
but is that July is not distin-

general practice of risking ones 
chances for a ripe old age by playing 
with gunpowder and other like agen- 
cies of sudden destruction. 

These are some of the 
which are suggested as a result 
compilation of ambulance records for 
the current year recently made at the 
Flower Hospital, New York's leading 
homeepathic institution.

These, as already remark- 
ed, are more numerous in winter than 
in summer, a condition which the hos- 
pital authorities explain on the ground 
that cold weather drives persons, espe- 
cially those who have to be much out 
of doors, to a freer use of stimulants 
than does a warmer temperature. This 
diagnosis appears to be borne out by 
the records, which show that of the 466 
alcoholic cases entered at Flower Hos- 
pital from January to December, the 
largest percentage occurred in January, 
with February, April, March and May 
following in order. June and August 
had the lowest percentage each, while 
September, October and November 
showed a decided upward progress to- 
ward the cold-weather level 

Among the other curious revelations 
made by the hospital books, one of the 
most interesting concerns pneumonia. 
Contrary to the general impression that 
this is peculiarly a winter-disease, the 
records at Flower show that it flour- 
ishes most vigorously in the spring 
and early summer. There were 113 


ambulance calls to pneumonia cases on '

the year's record. March furnished the 
largest number, which is not surpris- 
ing; but the next most prolific months 
in this respect were April and May, 
while June had as many cases as Oc- 
tober. Every month in the year con- 
tributed to the pneumonia quota. Even 
July had one case,*while August had 
six, a greater number than either Jan- 
uar yor February. Pleurisy was in 
mutch the same case, March and April 
providing twelve of the twenty-three 
cases in which ambulance service was 
called upon for victims of this dis- 
ease, while influenza struck down six 
of its thirteen ambulance cases in 
April and only two in the first three 
months of the year. 

Shooting cases, of which there were 
25 Were pretty evenly distributed 
through the year. Every month had at 
least one, and the largest number in 
any one month was 4 tn November. 
Julv furnished three victims of this 
kind. Stabbing. on the other hand, 
was distinctly a summer diversion, 
nine of the elghteen @ases occurring 
in May and June. July had none, how- 
ever, neither had January, February, 
March or September. Eight cases of 
dog bite were widely distributed, with- 
out respect to season. February and 
‘uwly had two each: March, May, Sep- 
tember and October each one, 

Burns were most frequent in the 
three summer months, in which the 
ambulance service recorded 29 cases, 
as against 26 in all the others togeth- 
er. August had more cases of this 
kind than July, and June ag many; 
January and February had the fewest. 

Cases of gas asphyxiation, suicidal 
ang accidental. numbered 33, pretty 
evenly distributed, with March, June 
and November sligltiv ahead of the 
other months, and January and Feb- 
ruaery again in the rear. Polsoning 
cases, mostly attempts at suicide by 
the use of carbolic acid and drugs, 
nembered 28, most numerous in Au- 
gust, September and October. There 
appears to be a popular preference for 
self-destruction during the pleasant- 
er seasons of the year, the half-dozen 
cases entered as “attempted suicide” 
without particularization occurring in 
these months: also two suicides by 
throat-cutting. 

Victims of immerston were also not 
unnaturally most numerous in the 
summer, kithough September had 
rore cases .(five) than any other 
mcnth, and August had none. 

Arother interesting record of vari- 
ation shown by the ambulance books 
is that of the hours at which calls are 
most frequent. An examination of 
the entries for. October and Novem- 
ber shows that the hour between 11 
a. am. and noon is the busiest for the 
ambulances. Seventy-three of the 919 
calis received in those two months 
came in during that hour. The quiet- 
est hour was that between 5 and 6 a. 
m., Which showed only seven calls. 
From this time on there is a gradual! 
increase until by 9 a. m. the really 
busy perlod of the day begins, the av- 
erage number of daily calls between 
that time and 11 a. m. being one and 
Between 11 and 12, as al- 
ready stated, is the busiest time, and 
then the number of calls falls back to 
the morning average. Between 5 and 
7 p. m. the period of the homeward- 
bound rush hour, it agatn approaches 
high water mark, and between 7 and 
8 there is a sudden falling to only one- 
half the number of the hour preceed- 
ing. After 8 p. m. the average picks 
up aggin until 10, after which it falls 
away gradually until midnight. From 
hour until] 9 a. m. the average 
nightly number of calls tn the Flower 
district is 2%. 

The degree of efficiency to which 
the modern hospital has brought its 
organization for handln®& these de- 
mands upon its service is shown by a 
further compilation of the time rec- 
ords at Flower for answering calls. 
It shows that the average period from 
the time when the call is received at 
the hospital to the time when the am- 
bulance surgeon reaches the case is 
less than eleven minutes. This in- 
cludes calls at all hours, under all con- 
ditions, and from all parts of a dis- 
trict several miles in extent. 


Los Angeles’ Remarkable

The city of Los Angeles is, perhaps 
thg most remarkable illustration of 
progressiveness on the whole Pacific 
coast. In 1880 the population was 
about 11,000; ten years later it was a 
little over 60,000; in 1900 the number 
was 102,479, and now it exceeds 300,- 
000. Postoffice figures—I have them 
from the postmaster himself—illustrate 
this growth. From July, 1900, to July, 
1909. the number of clerks grew from 
90 to 307: that of branch offices from 
eighteen to sixty; that of letter car- 
riers from 60 to 235. Business streets 
have assumed a surprisingly metropol- 
itan .aspect; the shop windows rival 
those’ of the largest eastern cities in 
beauty and lavish display of wealth; 
and many of them, with their jewels 
and curios, are as obviously intended 
for the eyes of tourists as those of 
Interlaken or Lucerne. The city has 
gained in beauty as much as in size; 
the residence streets also having as- 
sumed a new and most pleasing aspect 
through the abundance of picturesque 
low bungalows, an adaptation, with 
many varieties (a book with 212 illus. 
trations tellg all about them), of the 
cosey homes of India. Here and there 
th> Spanish influence is seen in ele- 
gant residences built around Andalu- 
sian patios.

during the grazing season and go into 
the winter in better condition ‘because 
of the absence of the ticks: they 
can be marketed without ' 
restrictions, and higher prices are be- 
ing obtained; dairy cows give a 
larger yield of milk, and values 
form Jands are enhanced. Aside from 
its oWn observations, the bureau has 
from persons in the released 
territory numeroug letters and 
expressions confirming the foregoing 
facts and testifying to the great ben- 
efits following the extermination of 
the ticks. 

“The difference between the prices 
realized for cattle from the tick-in- 
fested region and the prices of cattie 
of similar grades from above the quar- 
antine line ranges from $2.25 to $5 a 
head at the principal northern live 
stcck markets. without taking into 
account the improvement in quality 
and weight of cattie because of the 
eredication of the ticks. As more 
than 1.000,000 cattle from the quaran- 
tined area are annually sold in these 
markets, it can easily be seen that 
the extermination of the ticks means 
an annual increase of at least $3,000,- 
000 in the prices obtained for southern

An agricultural official of 
one of the southern states reports that 
calves in the tick-free area bring just 
double the price that can: be obtained 
for similar calves in the tick-infest- 
ed region. 

“Heretofore it has been impracti- 
cable to improve the quality of south- 
ern cattle by introducing fine breeding 
animals from other sections, because 
such animals were liable to contract 
Texas fever and die aniess protected 
by innocuiation. Furthermore, it is 
imporsible for animals to attain good 
growth and to thrive when they are 
heavily infested with ticks. With 
the eradication of the ticks, however, 
the southern farmers are enabled to 
produce good breeding animals and .to 
improve the grade of their stock.”

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EDUCATION CARRIED DIRECT 
TO FARMERS ON THEIR FARMS 


St. Paul, Minn... January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) Arrangements have been closed 
by which for the first time the expert 
instruction of the Minnesota State 
Agricultural college will be carried 
this season direct to the farmers on 
the farms, through the estabfishment 
under. the supervision of the Minnesota 
Federation of Commercial Clubs of 
twelve demonstration farms serving 
twelve general districts. Plans are be- 
ing completed for the establishment of 
six additional farms, making a total of 
twenty, on which during the entire 
coming season the farmers will be in- 
structed in the latest and most modern 
methods of cropping the tracts set 


Each of the demonstration farms 
will be eighty acres in extent. and the 
entire farming operations of the year, 
will be handled by experts. who will, } 
in addition to demonstrating proper | 
methods of plowing, cultivating, caring | 
for the crop and harvesting, introduce; 
a complete system of farm acounts, by 
means of which the balance sheet for 
each farm will show in the fall to a 
cent what profits have been made. The 
crops to be put in on the various farms 
will be such as will best serve the 
farms

will be planted. Where grain farming 
is not up to standard,

It is easier to speculate upon the “ifs” of history, ten or twelve years 
after they project themselves, than at the immediate moment. 

There ‘s, however, sufficient plausibility in the theory to merit con- 
sideration. And this is how The Courier views the subject of war and 
popular hysteria, speaking in terms that are general: 


Statesmen may safely say it now. Offering sober counseé] in 1898, 
however, was perilous. Public men and public journals are never so 
cowardly as when facing war clamor. If one cries war, the fear of ar- 
raignment as weaklings, cravens and traitors drives the rest to make ita 
chorus. The same craze governs the casual] group on the street cor- 
ner. The word “war” in the mouth of a rattlepate has greater magic 
than any other in the' mouth of the wise and trusted. ft former Sec- 
Patna Foster is right, therein lies admonition for the next 
renzy. 


A great many sober-minded Americans still cling to the belief that the 
civil war could have been prevented, reasoning from the same premises. 
In that specific instance such a hypothesis is to be viewed seriously 
askance. 

The tragedy of the ‘sixties came as the culmination of a long series 
of compromises and concessions between the sentiment of the varying sec- 
tions. It is doubtful if diplomacy had not exhausted its quiver. Hot-heads 
on both sides unquestionably hastened the issue. But it is questionable if, 
in any event, what was essentially an irrepressible conflict could have 
been more than temporarily delayed. 

More recently than the Spanish-American war we have had an illus- 
tration of that jingoism The Courier so wisely condemns. | 

It is easily conceivable that this nation might have been imbroiled in 
war with Japan over the California school squabble had not ‘the tact and 
force of Roosevelt intervened. Conceding that the question had assumed 


national proportions, as in the case of Spain, rather than the local Pacific 
slope conditions, it is not difficult to imagine a similar result. 

All analysis of the cooler sort brings us finally to the conclusion that 
clamorous talk, hysterical waving of the bloody shirt and rancorous stir- 
ring of international and inter-racial prejudice make for war.

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TELEPHONE SYSTEM 
FOR GEORGIA ROAD 


Will Take Place of Pres- 
ent Dispatching System. 


Georgia Railroad Will Soon In- 
stall Telephone System on 
Atlanta and Macon Lines 
From Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., January 29.—(Special.) 
General Superintendent W. & Brand, of 
the Georgia railroad, makes the an- 
nouncement that within 90 days the 
Georgia railroad will have installed a 
perfect telephone system for the dis- 
patching of trains over the line. The 
telephones will be used instead of the 
present telegraph method of moving 
trains, 7 . 

It is the purpose of the road authori. 
ties to cover the main. line from Au- 
gusta to Atlanta and the Macon branch 
with the telephones first. The lines 
will be run on the poles already on 
the roadway of the road. 

This new system of dispatohing the 
traing has been decided upon on ac- 
count of the perfect manner in which 
it is worked through the east by some 
of the largest railroad systems of this 
country. 

There will be forty-three stations on 
the line that will have the telephones 
in them. The dispatcher in Augusta 
will be in position to pick up any sta- 
tion along the line without taking up 
any other station. He can also take up 
a dozen and leave the rest off, or he 
can call every station on the line at 


the same time and give a general | 


order. 

It is figured that this will save the 
railroad thousands of dollars in the 
handling of the trains, for it will be 
much faster and safer than the old 
method. 

In the case of a wreck on the road 
between stations there will be a phone 
carried on each train with an attach- 
ment that will connect with the lines 
at any point, and in this way the con- 
ductor or any member of the crew can 
get in connection with the general 
manager's office within a few seconds’ 
time. 

The new system will cost the rail- 
road about $25,000 complete, but It is 
‘ewogpag that it will soon pay for it- 
self.

Predictions at the state department 
of agriculture indicate a prospective 
consumption of about 800,000 tons of 
commercial fertilizers during the cur- 
rent season, which is somewhere 
round about what Georgia used last 
year. 

This means an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $16,000,000 by Georgia 
planters alone fdr fertilizers. Year 
by year, however, the Georgia plani- 
ers, who have learned a thing or two, 
are putting more of it under corn and 
other products and proportionately 
less under cotton. in other words, 
they are diversifying their crops and 
a large percentage of the annual con- 
sumption of fertilizers is going under 
other crops than cotton. 

There are about 10,000,000 acres of 
ground in Georgia under cultivation 
for all products.

The past cotton season has brought 
some valuable experience to the cot- 
ton buyers doing business in this part 
of the country. Incidentally. it has 
brought losses running into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

The cotton men will not talk for 
publication. They are always a close- 
mouthed set, and in the present iIn- 
stance it is impossible to secure first- 
hand information concerning their re- 
cent most unpleasant and unprofitable 
experiences. Without giving figures 
or specific information, however, cer- 
tain ones have discussed the matter 
in “glittering generalities,’ and suf- 
ficient other information has 
gathered from other quarters to make 
authentic every statement here made. 

Last spring, after the 1909 cotton 
crop had been planted and the first 
cautious estimates of experts were be- 
ing made, many farmers began making 
arrangements to sell their prospective 
crops, either wholly or in large part. 
The large buyers were wiling to make 
the prevailing prices, 


| which ranged between 10 and 11 cents,

looked good to the planters. 

It is a well-known fact that many 
farmers thus disposed of their crops 
in advance of the making. Such ar- 
rangements between farmers and cot- 
ton buyers have long been common. 
The farmer would sell fifty, a hundred 
or two hundred bales of his prospective 
crop, and the buyer would, in turn, 
sell, at a slight advance, to a for- 
eign connection. Thousands of bales 
were thus disposed of by farmers of 
south Georgia and southeastern Ala- 
bama last spring. 

But when the time for applying 1909 
cotton on their contracts rolled around, 
many farmers who had sold at W% 
and 11 cents began to manifest symp- 
toms of “cold feet.” Cotton was 
worth $15 or better a bale more than 
it would bring at the prices at which 
they had sold. Some farmers began 
selling their cotton in the hope that 
the price would recede, and the staple 
could be bought TI[ater at a lower 
price and applied on the contracts. 
But instead of going down, it climbed 
higher. 

Some of the larger cotton concerns 
doing business in this part of the coun 
try had bought cotton, through their

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0 BLACK HAND 


14 SiciliansAre Convicted 
in Federal Court. 


The Leader Was Sentenced to 
Sixteen Years in the Peniten- 
tiary and the Others Were 
Given From Two to Ten 
Years. 


Toledo, Ohio, January 29.—Follow- 
ing conviction and sentence in federal 
court this morning, ten members of a 
Sicilian black hand organization were 
hastened this afternoon to the federal 
prison at Leavenworth, Kan., to serve 
sentences ranging from two to sixteen 
years. 

One other, Antonio Vicario, aged 20, 
the youngest member of the band, was 
tak to the reformatory at Elmira, 
N. Y. Three other defendants were 
eonvicted but granted new trials. Two 
indicted memberg of the band are in 
hiding in Italy. 

Members of Society of Banana. 

The. defendants, all of whom were 
tried on the charge of conspiracy to 
use the mails to extort money from 
Italians living in Ohio and Indiana, 
were members of an organization 
known as the “Society of the Banana 
ang Faithful Friends,” the headquar- 
ters of which were in Marion, Ohio. 

This is the first convtction of an or- 
ganized band of black hands. With 
this result, the government officials 
believe they have effectually broken 
up black hand operations in the mid- 
die west, and have taken a long step 
toward putting a quietus to mafia 
methods throughout the United States. 

By prevailing upon Italians to tes- 
tify who had received death-threaten- 
ing letters and had paid money, the 
Gfficials believe that they have de- 
etroyed the strength of the system, 
which relied principally upon the ter- 
rorized silence of the victims. 

Outbreak Feared. 

The defendants were hurried away 
immediately after sentence to guard 
against any outbreak. Their removal 
was quietly effected. Kept in the fed- 
eral building until train time they 
were taken in charge of United 
States Marshal H. I). Davis and eight 
leputies. to a private car, from which 
they will not be removed until the 
Drisxon is reached. This plan had been 
kept secret by the officials. 

Attorneys for the principal de- 
fendants said today that they intend 
to file petitions in error in the United 
States circuit court of appeals. Dis- 
trict Attorney W. L. Day expects to 
‘ry again the three defendants who 
Were granted new trials and released.

FROM GEORGIA WOMAN

$50,000 for Schools. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 29.— 
«Special.)—The ability of Governor B. 
B. Comer as a financier and business 
man is shown in the fact that with 
the receipts of the state over $1,000,000 
behind the outgo for the past two 
years, only $100,000 have been bor- 
rowed, all of which has been paid 
back, with a balance in the treasury 
at the eng of the week of $433,000. 
Half of the amount was carried only 
49 days and the other half 80 days. 
The interest in both cases fell under 
4 per cent. 

The First National Bank, of Birm- 
ingham, carried $50.000 in school war- 
rants 40 days, by an arrangement of 
the governor and its officers. The 
other $50.000 was borrowed from Mrs. 
D. L. McDonald, of Cuthbert, Ga., and 
was held about 80 days. The interest 
coupons were taken care of for a few 
days by the fiscal agents in New 
York, but was soon met, this amount- 
ing to $177,000.

AT WEST PUINT 


Academy Disturbed Over 
Appointment. 


West Point Cadets Have No 
Use for Negro--What Would 
Happen if One Did Receive 
Appointment---Hope for the 
Democrats.

New York, January 29.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—-West Point is root- 
ing, to a man, for the success of that 
young candidate from 
whose alternate is a negro. If pray- 
ers and good wishes would accom- 
plish it, the young Wyominger, Wyo- 
mingite or whatever the people of 
Wyoming call themselves, would pass 
at the head of his class. Not that 
West Point cares so much for him 
personally, but. West Point just nat- 
urally has no use for a negro, This 
feeling is not confineg to the men of 
the south. It is common to the ca- 
dets from every state. 

I was speaking of the matter the 
other day to a former West Point- 
er. “I don’t see,” he said, “why a 
negro wants to go to the Point. It 
means for him four years of about as 
near the pit as a man can get in this 
world. Hazed? No. It means what 
is much worse to a man fit to be an 
officer—absolute, complete ostracism. 
Not a word will be spoken to him 
except what the strictest military 
rules require. He will be a man ab- 
soiutely alone, for at the Polint, you 
krow, the men have not the privi- 
lege of going outside for companion- 
ship. So far as his official treatment 
is concerned, it will be absolutely 
square, but his social life will be a 
cipher. And if he graduates, it will 
be the same so far as the army is con- 
cerned.”

Out of this discovery has grown 
the present project for the establish- 
ment of a home along the lines of the 
Corcoran Home in Washington, which 
is open to gentlewomen, without re- 
gard to creed or other conditions. A 
committee of forty southern women 
has been formed, and its membership 
will be increased to 400 or 500, after 
which it will be divided into sub-com- 
mittees for the purpose of raising the 
necessary funds. 

It is proposed to build the first 
home at Warrenton, Va., or in some 
other southern town, Wwhgre the ex- 
pense of living is smatl and the cli- 
mate mild and equable. This insti- 
may be added to later on, or 
may be built in other cities. 
home is intended, primarily, for 
southern women. It is expected that

aid the movement, and that even- 
assistance will be forthcoming

Steady Increase of Homicides. 

“My investigations show a startling 
state of affairs. There has been in 
this country a steady increase in the 
number of criminal homicides. Twen- 
ty-five years ago there were about 
fifteen hundred homicides yearly in 
the United States. There are now 
$,000 a year. 

“lL have read with approval the sta- 
tistics recently compiled by Judge 
William H. Thomas, of the city court 
of Montgomery, Ala. The statistics 
show that the number of homicides in 
this country is greater by far than in 
any country in the civilized world. 

“Canada has three per million of pop- 
ulation; Germany, less than five; Eng- 
land, and Scotland, and Wales, about 
ten; France, about fourteen; Belgium, 
highest of all, about sixteen; the 
United States, nineteen, .

Georgian Says Raft Will Urge

Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
That President Taft will, at an early 
date, send to congress a special mes- 
sage urging the passage of a bill pro- 
hibiting gambling in agricultural 
ucts, was stated by Colonel Livingston, 
of Georgia, at a meeting of southern 
representatives and officers of the 
Farmers’ Union held tonight to discuss 
ways and meang of breaking up this 
practice. 

Colonel Livingston stated that his 
prediction was based on information 
from a cabinet officer, whose name he 
did not divulge. 

President Barrettf of the Farmers’ 
Union, stated that the two million 
members of his organization were re- 
solved to eradicate gambling in agri- 
cultural products, and even if it meant 
the closing of every exchange in the 
country. 

“The Louisiana lottery is ho more,” 
said President Barrett. “The govern- 
|ment can relieve the farmers in the 
, country from the incubus of exchange 
gambling in the game way if it chooses 
to do so. We farmers are appealing 
to congress.

Serious About Cotton, 

“T don't know anything I can say 
| that will be of interest. You know, so 
many newspaper men want to treat 
cotton and its sale flippantly. I don't 
eare for that. Cotton is a serious prop- 
osition, and should be treated serious- 
ly. I don’t mind you boys saying ‘W. 
P. Brown said,’ and then go on and 
state facts. So here goes: 

“Just say I am en route to New Or- 
leans to pay a brief visit there at 
Mardi Gras time, and then I am going 
back to New York City. I feel more 
bullish than ever. This is based purely 
upon a matter of supply and demand. I 
believe the crop is, as has been pub- 
lished, 10,300,000, and that consumption 
is at the rate of 13,000,000 bales. From 
this, it is easy to see that the price 
will have to go up. I don’t believe we 
have begun to see high prices-for cot- 
ton yet. I expect to see it sell higher, 
and in the immediate future, and I 
would not be surprised to see it sell 
for 20 cents a pound.

Nelson and Glavis Clash.

“In any of your talks with Land 
Commissioner Denneft, or others, was 
there, as a matter of fact, any attempt 
to hinder you in your work?” asked 
the chairman. 

“Yes, they did.” replied Glavis. 
Glavis went into some detail about 
the visit of Fred Dennett, commission- 
er of the land office, to Seattle in 
July, .1909. Various letters were read 
in this cdnnection, in which Dennett 
and Glavis both spoke of each other 
in anything but complimentary terms. 

At one point Glavis in his testimony 
said he had heard Dennett was writing 
“some peculiar letters’’ back to Wash- 
ington, and had made an arrangement 
with the man acting as Dennett's ste- 
nographer to save a copy of all letters 
for him. 

“T thought he was said

Glavis said he had: also told F. J.

Coal Cases on Brain. 

In a second letter from Dennett to 
Schwartz, dated Seattle, July 22, 1909, 
Occurs this paragraph:

Glavis explained that 
Shaw by telegram to come 
to cooperate with him on the Cun- 
nmingham claims, as several of them 
were in forest reserves. This was how 
the forestry bureau first came into the 
controversy officlally. 

Another letter read today 
frcm Secretary Ballinger to Mr. 
Schwartz dated Boise, Idaho, July 25, 
1909, in which the secretary of the in- 
terior said, among other things: 

“| am just advised by Commissioner 
Dennett of your telegram in reference 
to the increase in the number of spe- 
cial agents in the excepted’ class. I 
@esire that, in making any of these 
appointments, in addition to the presi- 
dent being consulted, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock be also consulted, pro- 
vided the- appointees are not directly 
suggested by the president.’ 

. It Caused Laughter. 

Thé tast document, read while Glavis 
was on the stand, called out a great 
Geal of laughter.

When spring gets somewhat advanc- 
ed, these gentlemen will be  g0ing 
to the white house and addressing 
the president thusly: 

“Mr. President, the continuance of 
a republican house is of more im- 
portance to your political* future and 
the future of the country than the 
immediate passage of this legislation 
could possibly be. Do not be over- 
zealous or impetuous. Let this go 
over until the next session, and dis- 
miss us with a ‘bless you, my chii- 
dren. We must hie us home to fight 
for our political lives.” 

And the president will weigh their 
excuses and, facing fhe inevitable, 
will approve of congress adjourning 
so that the members may go back and 
fight their battles at home. 

KRederal Incorporation. 

In the judiciary committee of the 
house the bill for federal incorpora- 
tion of interstate companies is being 
considered. The measure was intro- 
duced by Representataive Parker, 
chairman of the committee. Public 
hearings will begin at an early date. 
It is not really belleved that any se- 
rious effort will be made to pass it at 
this session of the congress. So much 
criticism has been encountered by the 
measure the president himself does 
not believe it could possibly be put 
through at this time. 

If members do not thoroughly un- 
derstand the provisions of the law 
and wish further time to investigate it 
thoughtfully, the president is disposed 
to grant it, believing he will secure 
the enactment of the measure before 
the wind-up next year. 

Discussion of Conservation. 

The president’s recommendations in 
regard.to conservation are being 
prayerfully reviewed in the senate 
committee on public lands. This pub-

Talk of Early Adjournment, 

In connection with the development 
of this peace talk come many reports 
that there is to be an early adjourn- 
ment of congress.

Under prev- 
ious administrations, it has been usual 
to work out at the first long session 
following the inauguration of a new 
president all the policies advocated by 
that president during his campaign, 
as enunciated in his campaign plat- 
form and outlined in his inaugural 
address.

It has taken time always for con- 
gress to accomplish this, and the first 
sessions following the coming in of 
a new president have been long ses- 
sions and full of matters of seriofis 
moment to the people.

Three dead bodies were found float- 
in the old Latin quarter late to- 
night. Two had evidently fallen vic- 
tims of the Apaches. Thetr bodies 
were pierced with many stab wounds, 
and their celothing rifled. The third 
was evidently a member of the Apaches 
His wrists were circled by a 
bracelet containing long, 
which could be used as 

an emergency, The 
from their haunts 
embankment, now 
overrun the city. The fear of the peo- 
ple lies first in dread of fire, which 
wculd demolish the remainder of the 
city not already wiped out by floods, 
and, secondly, reign of lawlessness init- 
tiated by the Apaches. These pictur- 
esque criminals, taking advantage of 
the dark condition of the city, have 
broken into numberless stores and res- 
idences.* Emboldened wine stolen 
from cafes and looted houses, they are 
ccntinuing their quarrels and feuds 
while death and despair is rampant 
around them. 

The estimate of the money damage 
is now $300,000,000. Already $1,500,000 
has been offered subscriptions by 
Americans and others. The charitable 
spirit of the world was evidenced in 
the many offers of aid. None of the 
30,000 Americans in the city are in- 
jured, and the American students in 
the atinL quarter areall accounted for. 

Where Havoc Was Wrought. 

Along the Place de la Concorde, the 
Rue Royale and the Place de l’Opera 
the greatest havoc was wrought.

Public prayers which were of- 
fered up in all the churches today, giv- 
ing thanks to God for the deliverance 
of the city from highest water, was 
ccntinued through the night, and there 
will be no recession some of the 
churches all-day tomorrow. 

A wave of panic swept suburbs in 
the vicinity of Pont National, Pont 
Austerlitz and the Jardin des Plantes 
it was reported that the wild 
animals in the zoos had broken from 
cages. These animals are nearly 
Starved, as the flood cut off all com- 
munication, and the keepers were un- 
able to get into the parks to carry 
food. The roars of the infuriated beasts 
could be heard for nearly a mile. 

Several financial men were gathered 
in the Hotel Ritz ‘tonight discussing 
this appalling calamity and the extent. 
All agreed that estimates of damage 
made at this time would likely be too 
conservative. This disaster was com- 
pared to the San Francisco earthquake 
and the Messina earthquake. In prop- 
erty damage the loss to Paris compares 
equally with either of the great disas- 
ters before mentioned: there has been 
less loss of life here fortunately. 

Financial Disturbance Likely. 

One of the financiers, speaking of 
affairs from the standpoint of a banker, 
sald: 

“The destruction of so much of the 
world’s wealth means the same thing 
as the San Francisco earthquake. It 
must not be forgotten that the Califor- 
nia calamity foNowed on the heels of 
the Boer war and the Russian-Japanese 
war, which had already entailed enor- 
mous drains on the financial markets 
of the world. The result.of the Paris 
flood is bound to be far-reaching. It-~ 
may increase the money rates in Eu- 
rope, because of the additional demands 
which will be made for money. by 
French builders. French capital in- 
vested abroad will be called in. 

“This will have an enormous effect 
upon the United States, as much 
French capital is invested in stocks 
and bonds of American corporations.” 

Continuing, the speaker said: 

“This process will naturally result In 
a gradual decline of the exchange 
market in Paris until it reaches a point 
where gold will be freely imported. 
Because of our easy money conditions 
here, and in view of the manner in 
which we have been of late made to 
liquidate Europe's debts, it is quite 
likely that America will be called upon 
to bear the bulk of the burden. 

“Our greatest danger now lilies in 
fire. The city authorities are taking 
extraordinary precautions to prevent & 
conflagration. A new division of the 
police, whose duty it is to patrol the 
city to keep a lookout for fire or the 
possibility of fire, has been formed.”’ 

Werst Day of Flood. 

This was the worst day of the flood. 
Tomorrow will be as bad. The city is 
passing through the crisis of 300 years, 
and every danger that could confrout 
a nation hovers over the ravaged city. 
The fluvial department predicts that 
the crisis has been passed. 

Among the streets which were 
barred off as unsafe this evening was 
the Boulevard des Capucines, near the 
Paris Opera house. It is ful of' holes 
and caves.

Since the rain ceased 
falling, the weather has gotten colder 
and a stiff wind: blew from the east 
today. Husbands have been separated 
from their wives, and children have 
lost their parents.” The ill lie exposed 
to the ravages of the elements, for 
many of the hospitals are still under 
water, and the others are overcrowded. 

Ambassador and Mrs. Bacon, who 
were compelled to flee from gheir home, 
are living in a hotel. 

“I do not see how'a disaster could 
be worse than this, which has devVas- 
said Mr. Bacon tonight. 
He had made a trip through portions 
this afternoon, and was 
more than appalled at the complete- 
ness of the catastrophe. 

There is no other city*in the world 
so catacombed by sewers, secret pas- 
sages and great subterranean cells as 
Paris. The sewers are from 10 to 20 
feet in diameter. Every building rests 
upon an immense cellar. The princi- 
pal streets are honeycombed with sub- 
ways. The Apaches, in the more squalid 
sections, have dug out dens after the 
manner of the Chinese. The great 
water mains and gas mains are inclos- 
ed in 18-foot conduits. Therefore it can 
readily be seen that. with a rushing 
torrent eating out the shell of the 
streets, serious damage would result 
to the buildings along those streets. 
Nearly one thousand miles of sewers 
were still flooded today, and in city 
portions of the heights the water back- 
ed up in sewers, flooding cellars. 

Height of the Flood. 

There were varying reports of the 
height of the flood. Figures range from 
30 feet 10 inches to 31 féet 6 inches. 

Special kiosks were erected at vari- 
ous points today, when it was seen 
that the crest of the flood had ap- 
parently been reached. Venders of pic- 
ture post cards depicting scenes of the 
floods occupied the kiosks selling their 
wares. There were some who rejoiced 
in the most secular way possible over 
the beginning of the end. These cele- 
brants frequented the wine shops to- 
night and sang and danced to their 
heart’s content. 

The police whose duties take them 
into the wake of the receding waters 
report that the deaths may go over a 
hundred. Dozens of dead bodies have 
been found clogged in crevasses. 
Corpses are lodged against the arches 
of the Setne bridge. Temporary morgues 
have been built, but the majority of 
the dead are being buried without the 
formality of identification. 

With pestilence, famine and other 


forms of nature’4 wrath staring Paris, 


in the face, every precaution has to be 
taken; there is no time for exercise 
of the finer faculties. 

The city is offering double wages to 
men who will work with the police. 
Small armies of men are now engaged 
in cleaning the streets where such 
work can be done. Working by the 
light of lanterns with shovels and 
brooms and hydraulic cleaners, the 
great task of washing Paris went on 
tonight unabated. 

Slowly the Waters Recede.

Representative Maris calls attention 
to public money paid by Governor 
Haskell to O. T. Smith, his law clerk, 
in addition to the latter’s regular sal- 
ary, which, Mr. Maris charges, was 
not for state purposes, but in the pri- 
vate interest of the governor. Atten- 
tion is called in the affidavit to an al- 
leged similar payment of $500 to W.

Reductions in Many Cities. 

Reports from various sections of the 
country where the crusade against ex- 
orbitant prices was in effect show re- 
ductions. In Cleveland the price of 
pork loins is cut a cent and a half: a 
cent on hams. 

In St- Louls eggs are 3 cents cheaper 
on the dozen today. In Detroit and 
Boston the retailers are standing pat, 
notwithstanding a dtop of 5 cents per 
hundred pounds on pork. Swift & Co. 
forwarded circulars among the bigger 
mieat sellers of Boston today, in which 
they attempt to explain the prevailing 
high prices. 

In Washington, Elgin creamery but- 
ter slumped 6 cents per pound. Hogs 
prices in gorthern Minnesota, particu- 
larly about St. Paul and Minneapolls, 
are 50 cents lower per hundred weight 
than last week. A reduction of from 
2 to 5 cents per pound was also made 
in Philadelphia. Pork dropped 10 cents 
per pound wholesale in Milwaukee. 

Even with the above cuts in the 
prices the people are little affected, 
because the most prices cut were 
wholesale prices. The packers allege 
that there is a shortage of four million 
hogs from the usual number of this 
season. 

The wheels of the trust curbers are 
still turning. In Chicago the federal 
investigation continues. In this city 
there is a possibility of an investiga- 
tion of cold storage conditions.

the criminal law. Greatest causes of 
all is that the administration of crim- 
inal law in this country has become a 
game between two or three lawyers, 
and the whole thing is very much of 
a farce. 

“There are other causes,” he gaid, 
“the law-breaking spirit is common. 

“We are also careless in admitting 
our foreigners to this country. J know 
of a Sicilian who made the boast that 
there was greater liberty for crimi- 
nais in this country than abroad. 

“Then, the influence of evil litera- 
ture must be taken into consideration. 
Novels and plays with the pistol as a 
solvent; theatvical show bills wifh 
pistol scenes, children allowed to car- 
ry pistols, prisons and jails as nurser- 
fes of crime, intemperance, unques- 
tionably a great cause of crime.” 

Expert Testimony Denvurneced. 

Dr. White was unsparing in hig con- 
demnation of expert testimony... He 
called the present procedure “scan- 
daious and a disgrace."’ 

He said he hoped that the efforts of 
the committee of the New York State 
Bar Association to bar out insanity as 
a defense in a murder trial would ac- 
complish a great deal of good. He 
roundly denounced the granting of 
certificates of reasonable doubt by any 
judge in the state to whom the senti- 
mental appeals. 

He scored the procedure by which 
a new trial could be obtained, and 
cited instances in which murderers 
had gone free, reciting one case of a 
man who had been convicted seven 
times before he was punished.

It might be a 
good idea to follow the procedure of 
other countries, and not allow an ap- 
peal woless the trial judge, after a 
carétal review of the case, was con- 
vinced that substantial injury had 
been done.

It is already over half 
completed. The concreting work is 
being pushed along rapidly, and this 
work will be begun at the Miraflores 
locks, which is near the Pacific ocean, 
shortly. 

“It is surprising to one unacquainted 
with conditions there to appreciate 
our weather. The hottest 1 ever saw 
it there was 98 in the sun, not in the 
shade, but in the sun. In mid-winter 
it is warm enough to go without your 
coat. As for mosquitoes: [| never saw 
nor heard of one until I had been there 
three months. They are not in the 
canal zone, where the men work, but 
in the bushes, away from us. The 
sanitation and health precautions kill 
them out. The government distributes 
thousands of gallons of crude kero- 
sene oll and carbolic acid solution te 
kill off mosquitoes and other insects, 
and, asa result, we have a most 
healthy place. In fact, the death rate 
is much lower there than the average 
city in the states. 

“But what we lack in other things 
we make up in rain. It rains prac- 
tically every day from February 15 to 
December 15. As some one has said 
about that section, the only difference 
between the dry dnd the wet season is 
that it rains during the dry season 
and rains like h— during the wet sea- 
son.”

NEWMAN SPEAKS 


OF STEGALL CASE: 


Judge Gives Reasons for 
Upholding Gauger’s 
Contention. 


Judge Newman’s decision in the 
Stegall case has caused no little dis- 
cussion in Atlanta, since Judge Fite’s 
statement that that decision would not 
in any manner whatever prevent him 
from directing coming grand juries in 
Dade county tu take up anew the in- 
quiry which caused the Stegall con- 
tempt case. 

In no way did Judge Newman's opin- 
ion make an issue between the state 
and the federal laws. On the contrary, 
he repeated in his lengthy opinion a 
declaration that there could not be any 
issue, because the national laws could 
not be controverted in any way by a 
state law. Reciting many decisions in 
cases of similar nature, Judge New- 
man stated that rules issued by heads 
of the departments for the government 
of its force carried the same force as 
an enactment itself. After recit'ne 
rulings in many similar cases, Judge 
Newman says that these rulings 
“establish undoubtedly that informa- 
tion obtained by a person solely in his 
official capacity as internal revenue 
officer ccnnot be divulged by him even 
when called as a witness in the state 
court. The method prescribed by the 
secretary of the treasury for courts to 
obtain this information is an applica- 
tion to the secretary of the treasury 
by the judge of the court in which the 
information is desired as to the opera- 
tion of a distillery, when a «* 
copy may be obtained of the reports of 
which will shu w hua.) 
and accurately a!' th** has been done 
in any given distillery.” 

Indicating the i:.endly feelings for 
the state courts, Judge Newman says: 

“It is unfortunate that the present 
condition exists. The state absolutely 
prohibits within its limits f° 
facture of distilled spirits, while 
United States governmeMt Miascs ~.s 
objection to its manufacture so long 
as the taxes required by law are paid. 
I would be glad to see some way, un- 
der the present statutes, the rules and

regulations of the treasury department 
and the decisions of the courts, by 
which Stegall could be required to.

United States, under the internal rev- 
enue law, will collect the taxes due the 
United States, and it seems a store- 
keeper and pouget must be put there 
to ascertain a keep account of the 
product of thé distillery. Neither the 
internal revenue officers nor anyone 
else connected with the United States 
government can, or will, under any 
law that I am aware-of, interfere or 
place any obstacles in the way of the 
state, if it at any time desires to break 
up this distillery. The revenue officers 
are simply collecting the taxes due the 
United States government as. long as 
the distillery is in operation, A store- 
keeper and gauger is not put gt a dis- 
tillery to protect the distillery in any 


way from the enforcement of the law. 
“The whole question comes.to this; 
When a distillery is being operated, a 
storekeeper dnd gauger is placed there 
to ascertain the quantity of distilled 
spirits made at the distillery, in order 
that the.government may collect the 
taxes. They are there under the pro- 
visions of the statute (R. S. 3167), and 
the regulation of the treasury depart- 
ment, having the effect of law, as 
stated, that they shall not produce any 
records-or testify as to the contents of 
records, and, further, that they shall 
not testify as to facts ‘coming to their 
knowledge in their official capacity;’ 
but the same regulation provides that 
information desfred as to the operation 
of a distillery will, upon request of the

Names of Churches. 

The Living Church shows that of 
the names of 6394 Episcopal churches 
in the United States St. John has the 
first place, 561 being dedicated to him. 
Next comes St. Paul, then the Trinity, 
then Christ. The 20 titles of Our 
Lord, however, aresused 963 times. of 
which 494 are cafled Christ Church 
and 145 bear th name the Good 
Shepherd, while er is used only 
once. Considerin that St. Peter is 
believed to be the rock on which our 
Lord built His church, it is rather re- 
markable that six of the apostles are 
more often honored than he, while 
hig brother, Andrew, is sponsor for 
243 churches to his 170. St. George 
comes ahead of all the New Testament 
saints with 79. Of names of women. 
of course, St. Mary stands first 
194, while St. Phebe and St. Mary 
Magdalene have each one. In com- 
parison with Episcopal names the ma- 
jority of those of Roman Catholie 
churches are in honor of extra-bibli- 
cal saints. In New York City, for ex- 
ample, St. Patrick is thrice honored, 
while in the list are SS. Ambrose, 
Benedict, Boniface, Clare, Francis 
Xavier, Ignatius, Monica, Stanislaus, 
Teresa, etc. It would be, perhaps, a 
fruitful study to discover how far the 
choice of names represents diversities 
of belief, character and aspiration in 
these different churches.

AN INTERESTING TALK BY OR, WM, M, BAIRD ON PROSTATIC IRRITATION AND ITS INFLUENCE ON 
INCIDENTALLY, THE DOCTOR HINTS AGAIN CN DIAGNOSIS AND ATTENTION TO DETAIL IN TREATMENT, SOME INTERESTING. CASES: NO 


I have talked so much in my Sunday 
talks about the exceedingly great 
value of correct diagnosis, about the 
error of treating symptoms instead of 
getting down to the bed-rock and find- 
ing out the exact pathological condi- 
tion so as to have a proper conception 


of the needs of the case, and to thus, 


be more exact in the treatment, that I 
am almost ashamed to mention it 
again, and, yet, if the reader could 
follow my work for a day, they would 


goon realize how prominently these | 


factors constantly loom up, and how 
exceedingly important the latter be- 
comes to the patient. 

These are not visionary theories, but 
eold stubborn facts—cold as Greenland 
and as stubborn as a statesman from 
Pennsylvania on the tariff. In this I 
want to point out as clearly as I can 
the very great need of early recogni- 
tion and accurate diagnosis of the 
chronic inflammation and irritation of 
the Prostatic Urethra. 

So much hag been written about the

Without an 
intimate knowledge of the pathologi- 
cal condition, this gentleman has 
grasped the facts of his case, and yet 
this morning I received a letter from 
him saying. “But I think most all med- 
ical practice is necessarily guess-work, 
@nd the finest theory may be a mis- 
take.” Now, if there js anything under 
the sun or anything within the grasp 
of the human mind that should not be 
guess-work, and should be founded on 
facts rather than on hypothesis, it is 
the practice of medicine. Scientific 
Knowledge is truth, and yet I must ad- 
mit that much of our work is based on 
theory, i. e., true theory. Now, pray, do 
mot misunderstand me, for, if our the- 
ory “agrees with all the facts and dis- 
agrees with none,” it is often as near 
the positive fact as we can come; but 
to speculate and get up ingenious the- 
ories based on imagimary facts is an 
entirely different proposition. 

The trouble is the layman, and I am 
sorry to say Doctors, very often form- 
ulate a speculative theory not war- 
ranted by facts. So, when a doctor 
somes to make his diagnosis, he must 
mot have any preconceived ideas or 
hypothesis about the case, but must 
look for facts, and then he can give 
an intelligent opinion at least. Now, 
the gentleman mentioned above can 
and has found in his case symptoms 
that are referable to several diseases, 
and so he fails to grasp the needs of 
the whole case, for he does not put all 
his facts together. Here is a case that 
illustrates very accurately my mean- 


ing, and also how closely I came to 
making a serious mistake, serious at 
least for the patient. 

Some 28 or 29 years ago, while I was 
yet in general practice, one exception- 
ally cold day in February, I was just 
pulling on my gloves preparing to take 
a long drive, and Was anxious to be off, 
when a man walked in my office pant- 
ing for breath and coughing, and, as I 
looked at him, my first impression was, 
“Poor fellow, he is in the last stage of 
consumption.” He told me he wanted 
a cough mixture; that he could not get 
any rest, especially at night, for 
coughing: said Doctor ———— had been 
prescribing for him, but he was away, 
and so ne had come to me. I hurriedly 
asked him a few questions, and he said 
he had been in a Hospital the summer 
before with Typhoid, and later had 
gone back, and five or six doctors had 
pronounced his case corlsumption, and 
he knew he did not have long to live. 
I wrote a prescription, and handed it 
to him, and just then the thought came 
to me that I was doing just what I 
was daily talking and advising 
against, i. e., prescribing without hay- 
ing an exact knowledge of the case: so 
Il asked him to see the prescription, 
tore it up, took off my overcoat, and 
told him I would make an examination, 
although he did not think it necessary. 
Briefly I found a condition that was 
easily curable by a slight operation. 
Six weeks later he was doing hard 
work, and I saw him five or six years 
ago, and he looked to be a perfect 
specimen of vigor and health. Now, I 
did nothing out of the ordinary, noth- 
ing but what any doctor ought to do; 
but I cured by getting at the facts in- 
stead of jumping to a conclusion. 

But “revenon a nos moutons” if any- 
one thinks these chronic irritations of 
the deep or prostatic urethra are un- 
important and do not have a profound 
impression on the general health.

Here again comes in an exceedingly 
important point, for in times past en- 
tirely too much radical treatment has 
been used.

It is not intended by nature 
for harsh gouging and medicines that 
are irritating and of radical character, 
and it°is more than once that I have 
seen cases positively injured by the 
old line treatments that had the stamp 
of authority and were recommended 
in the book, but ftterly fell down 
when it come to practice. 

It is only recently I have had two 
just such cases, getting continually 
worse under treatment, and in both 
the physician had recognized there 
Was sOme trouble in those particular 
parts, but trying to treat them too 
radically, made the irritation worse 
and worse, until they came to me as a 
last resort, and while neither of the 
cases are yet entirely well, yet they 
are decidedly better and are pleased 
with the treatment they are now get- 
ting. 

So, these are not theories, but are 
cold, stubborn facts, and not only 
must the physician who undertakes to 
treat them thoroughly understand the 
needs of the cases, but must observe 
the most careful attention to detail in 
order to get the best results. 


STRICTURE. 

When it comes to Stricture, I have 
a very decided opinion about it; as 
well as On the treatment that is given 
for it. The layman makes the mis- 
take that I am sorry to say very 
often the profession also makes look- 
ing upon a Stricture as a Stricture. 
You might just as well look upon all 
fevers as being the same. There is 
just as much difference in the so-call- 
ed Strictured condition as there is in 
fever. A Man may have a high fever 
and may have a high temperature, 
rapid pulse, and it may be one of a 
dozen different kinds of fever, but 
the Doctor would certainly make a 
mistake if he did not particularize it 
and if he did not find out the exact 
condition the patient was suffering 
from, rather than to term it “mere 
fever.” Just so it igs with Stricture; 
in the one case a man may have a 
large, gristly Stricture, which makes 
an operation absolutely essential, but 
in a large proportion of cases there 
will be an infiltration of tissues, 
tightening the caliber of the canal. 

I, when I first started out in prac- 
tice, was inclined to look upon a BStric- 
ture as a Stricture, and did not sepa- 
rate the conditions, and if they were 
fn a certain location they had to be 
cut, and in a certain other location 
they had to be dilated, and in fact I 
followed the old rule that was laid 
down in books on the subject: but 
I found out later on that many a 
case, although you succeeded in re- 
lieving or enlarging the caliber of the 
canal, yet the case was not by any 
means cured. 

Some 25 years ago a method of 
treatment was recommended that was 
supposed to cure Stricture simply by 
an application, and, in other words, 
was called the dissolving method. I 
pooh-poohed this along with others, 
and yet a gentleman came into my 
office one day who had been operated 
on four or five times, and he said be- 
fore he would go through another 
operation he would die, and he did not 
propose to submit to any further

| treatment of that kind. 

I offered to give him a treatment 
that was supposed to dissolve Stric- 
ture, and, in fact, had no faith in it 
myself, and told him I doubted wheth- 
er it would do a particle of good, but 
I would promise him it would do no 
harm, and that I would be glad to 
have him try it. To my surprise, he 
got rapidly better, and although that 
was, I think, about 25 years ago, I 
saw him about four years ago, and he 
told me he had remained well ever 
since.

cure him. In due time the cure seem- 
ed to be perfect, and later on he call- 
ed On me for an entirely different 
condition, and tells me he hag remain- 
ed well ever since, and is more than 
pleased with my method of treatment 
in this respect. 

Here again, the Doctor who sees 
certain cases of Stricture will prob- 
ably find 20 different methods of 
treatment are necessary.

send them home to take the medicine.

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NEGRO, BORN A SLAVE, HAS WON 
BIG FORTUNE AND MANY FRIENDS 


Tuskegee, Afa.. January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Edward Howard Patton, teach- 
er of agriculture in Alcorn university, 
A:corn, Miss., was among the thou- 
sands who attonded the Negro Farm- 
ers’ Conference, Tuskegee institute, 
January 19-20. 

He was born a slave in Claiborne 
county, Mississippi, June 20, 1860. Aft- 
er freedom, which came to him tin 1865, 
hs worked as waiter and at other com- 
mon labor until he was large enough 
to assume responsibility. He was 
afterward paid one dollar a day for his 
services at a mill, and worked part 
of the night as watchman, for which 
he received 50 cents additional. He 
was reliable, trustworthy, industrious 
and economical. He did his own cook- 
ing and washing, and saved his money. 

At twenty years of age Patton began 
farming. Not having sufficient money 
to purchase farming implements and 
a mule, he bought the latter on cred- 
it for $150, rented a piece of land 
from a white planter, for which he con- 
tracted to pay three bales of cotton. 
Starting in debt, he now began to 
work in earnest with his mother and 
two small brothers. That year he 
made eighteen bales of cotton, paid 
the rent, paid for his mule and had 
mcrney left with which he furnished 
himself and family the following year. 

The gecond year patton rented the 
game piece of land, but the rent was 
raised to eight bales. Nothing daunt- 
ed, he went to work with a determina- 
tion to succeed. With the assistance 
of hig family and some hired help, 
he made that year forty bales of cot- 
ton. With this big crop, he paid the 
rent and made enough money to buy 
another mule and horse, for which 
he paid $250. 

As he could not rent the same piece 
of land for any price, he applied to 
another white planter for land, which 
Was secured at the price of eight 
bales for the rental. That year he 
made thirty bales of cotton. With this 
third year’s crop he paid all bis debts, 
and by wise management and strigt 
economy, he had $900 in cash left. 

Instead of “blowing out’ his money, 
Patton made a successful effort to 
buy 100 acres of land from a white 
planter for $1,000, paid $500 on the 
purchase price, and had money suf- 
ficient to furnish himself and family 


for the year. This was in 1882, when 
he as twenty-two years of age, 

As his own land was in woods, he 
cleared up a part of it, continued rent- 
ing same piece of land from the white 
planted at the price of eight bales 
for the year. That year Patton, with 
his family and hired help, made sixty- 
five bales of cotton, altogether, plenty 
of corn and vegetables, paid all ex- 
penses and had $1,500 clear, after pay- 
ing the balance due on his first pur- 
chase of 100 acres. He rented the 
Same piece of land four successive 
years, paying eight bales rental. He 
continued to clear up and cultivate a 
part ofshis own land in addition to 
the land he rented. 

In 1883 Patton purchased sixty acres, 
and his wife having received forty 
acres from her father, he now owned 
200 acres of land. He lived three years 
in a 2-room log cabin, with dirt chim- 
ney, on his own place. In 1886 he 
built a comfortable 6-room house. He 
established a school on his place, hired 
a teacher and took private lessons 
from her at night. 

Up to this time Patton had pur- 
chased 200 acres more, making 400 
acres in all, and had $2,000 to his 
credit in the bank. 

In 1890 Patton left his farm to be 
cultivated by others, moved his fam- 
ily to Alcorn university, secured a 
position for his wife th the laundry at 
$15 per month, and he, with five chil- 
dren to support, entered a low grade 
in the university as a student, and re- 
mained at his studies nine years, and 
finished with honors in 1899. While 
Patton was in the freshman clas® 
three of hig children were enrolled in 
the same school in’the academic de- 
partment, His wife continued in 
charge of the laundry at $15 per month. 
During this time he was allowed $6 
per month for services rendered the 
school after school hours. 
The day Patton graduated he sat 

the stage with his wife and nine 
children. The impressive scene was 
without a parallel. The president of 
the university was so impressed by 
the scene he promised that he would 
arpoint Patton to position in the 
school when the first vacancy occurred. 
I'wo yearg later a vacancy occurred, 
and Patton was elected to a position 
as teacher in the English department 
at $700 salary. Afterwards he was 
given the position as teacher of ag-

Patton now owns 1,000 acres of 
land besides half interest in a pldnta- 
tion worth $5,000, real estate in town 
worth $15,000, sixty horses and mules, 
Scores of hogs, cows, wagons, plows 
and other farming implements, etc. 

He is popular with white and col- 
ored, held in high esteem by the fac- 
ulty of hig school, and is one of the 
most valuable citizens of the great 
state of Mississippi.

CAUSE TROUBLE 


New Scheme to Force 


Payment. 


Brokers Have Plan, It Is Said, 
to Unload Them on South 
American Countries, and to 
Compel Settlement. 


Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
Every few years some diabolical new 
scheme is uncorked by the holders 
of carpet bag bonds of the southern 
states to force the payment in real 
money of these outcast certificates. 
The latest evidence of their ingenuity 
has just cropped out. It looks to 
trensferring bundles of these bonds 
to South American countries ang have 
them become the subject of “diplomat- 
ic representations,” in the hope that 
a settlement will thus be forced. If 
international discord and dissension 
results, it will be all the same to the 
speculators, so long as they realize 
a profit. 

Learning that such a plan was be- 
ing undertaken by some New York 
brokers, Senator Overman, of North 
Cafrolina, on Monday introduced in 
the senate a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the eleventh amendment 
of the federal constitution, designed 
to head them off. At present an in- 
dividual cannot sue a state for debt, 
although another state may sue a 
sister state in the supreme court of 
the United Stgtes. 

The first move of the holders of bo- 
gus bonds was to get South Dakota 
to accept a batch of the bonds is- 
sued in the reconstruction period by 
North Carolina, and then bring suit 
tc recover their face value. That state 
did so, and recovered about $300,000.

The remarkable system 
of tunnels and subways which under- 
lies the North and East rivers of New 
York and which bore under the east- 
ern metropolis will continue to be the 
most spectacular accomplishment, but 
the engineers who have thought out 
the solution of Chicago's traffic dif- 
ficulties declare that their scheme will 
be more effective as regards the pe- 
culiar conditions in the Windy City. 
AP: “How soon this stupendous 
subway project will be built is proble- 
matical, but if kept free from tho 
tangle of political delay, an early be- 
ginning of the work may be expected, 
although the final completion will 
prebably mean a matter of many years, 
Rut the first $40,000,000 expenditure 
will mean comparatively clear streets 
for the business district for several 
years, a condition now imperative, if 
the city would progress.”

FIGHT OVER FAMOUS ALAMO. 
HAS AT LAST BEEN SETTLED 


San Antonio, Texas, January 29.— 
(Epecial.)—The question: Who should 
have charge of the Alamo? may be re- 
gerded as settled by the decision of 
the supreme court of Texas, not to 
grant a writ of error to the De Zavala 
Chatper of the Daughters of the Repub- 
lic of Texas, in its action against the 
parent organization headed by Mrs. 


Rebecca J. Fisher. 

It might almost be sald that the bat- 
tle of the Alamo could not have been 
more bitter than the legal fight just 
ended. Miss Adina de Zavala. de- 
scendant of one of the few Spaniards 
who took part of the Texans during 
the war of independence, and leader 
of the faction wishing to secure con- 
trol of the Alamo, had led the battle 
in the courts with great generalship, 
but unconditional surrender was the 
final verdict. 

Litigation in the case arose from 
the fact that the De Zavala faction 
insisted upon having a building not 
forming part of the Alamio proper, giv- 
en due recognition. The Alamo it- 
self, the chapel building of the Span- 
ish mission, San Antonfo de, Valero, 
and the scene of the bloody carnage 
of March 6, 1836, had been owned by 
the state since 1883, and while nom- 
inally in the custody of the city of 
San Antonio had been in the care of 
the Daughters of the Republic of Tex- 
as, To Miss Adina de Zavala and sev- 
eral others, it occurred, in 1904, that it 
would be well to acquire and hold for 
its historic interest a building ad- 
joining the Alamo which had former- 
ly served as a barrack for Spanish 
soldiers and as a granary at other 
times. Thé property, however, was 
held by a wholdsale grocery house 
which was turning it to good account 
by using it as sales and storage rooms. 
The legislature was induced to appro- 
priate $65,000 for the purchase of the 
property, and in 1905 the Hugo- 
Schmeltzer building, ag the old bar- 
racks were known, was bought and 
given into the care of the De Zavala 
chapter. 

All would have been well had they 
been contented with the old building 
But such was not the case. The fa- 
mous massacre had not taken place in 
the Hugo-Schmeltzer building, al- 
though it must have figured extensive- 
ly in the assaults made on the Alamo 
chapel, and besides, it had for years 
been nothing else but a canned goods 
and “liker’” emporium in which such 


i the 


excellent men as Honore Grenet and 
Hugo-Schmeltzer company ant 
others had made an honorable living. 


To the De Zavala chapter this was not. 


enough. After the building had been 
closed to the vulgar inroads of modern 
commercialism, the De Zavaja faction 
caused a marble table to be inserted 
in its wall on which was get forth the 
fact that the old barracks had also 
figured in the massacre of the Alamo. 
But still the Alamo proper was the 
only place that drew a crowd, meta- 
phorically speaking. This was very 
annoying to Miss de Zavala and her 
supporters, and claiming that they 
were the only guardians of the Alamo, 


they proceeded to take the matter inte 
court. That honorable body, howev- 
er, has failed to take the De Zavala 
view of things, and with the possible 
chance of securing a rehearing of the 
motion for a writ of error, there is 
nothing that will again disturb the 
Daughters of the Republic in their pos- 
session of the only Alamo there it. 

An attempt was made recently by 
the city to restore the old barracks 
to their origina] appearance by tear- 
ing down the huge wooden gallery in 
frcnt of it that had been erected by 
its former owners. This, however, has 
not been entirely a success for the 
long and severely plain stone facade 
on the city’s principal plaza is any- 
thing but an attraction. It is not at 
all unlikely that in the near future an 
attempt will be made to restore this 
part of the Mission San Antonio dé 
Valero entirely. According to some 
ancient authorities the wall of the 
building now standing was flanked at 
one time with the conventiona! mis- 
sion towers, a sort of rennaisance, 
with strong Moorish features. The 
proposal has been made that these be 
rebuilt, and that the building, after 
some wpe yt yey =e in itg interior, be 
converted into a museum of early Tex- 
as history: There is enough material 
from Indian, Spanish, Mexican and 
Texas Republic times to fill the place, 
and thus have it serve a very useful 
purpose. In cage this step ig not tak- 
en, it is not at all impossible that 
sooner or later the property will be 
acquired for commercial purposes and 
that another one of the few landmarks 
in American history will vanish.

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Charge for Delivering Tele- 


grams Is Subject of 
Protest. 


Rev. Clement C. Cary, of 29 Johnson 
avenue, has filed with the raliroad 
commission a protest against the 
charge of 10 cents made by the Wes- 
tern Union Telegraph Company for 
Aclivering telegrams in Atlanta be- 
yornd the i-mile limit from the ¢vom- 
pany’s office. 

Under Rule 2 of the commission, !* 
is provided that telegrams must be 
delivered free of cost within certain 
delivery limits which, in tne case of 
Atianta. is a radious of 1 mile from 
the company’s office or the center of 
the city. Beyvond those limits the 
ecmpany is privileged to charge 15 
cents for each message delivered, but 
tt has been the custom of the Western 
Tnton to make a charge of 10 cents 
in such cases. 

Rev. Mr. Cary has written two let- 
ters to the commission on this sub- 
fect, as a result of which that body 
has set the matter down for a hearing 
on Thursday. when the complainant 
vill be expected to appear and tell 
the epmmission why he thinks this 
charge is “unjust and unholy.” 

“Il beg you,” says Rev. Mr. Cary, in 
one of hig letters, “to give the com- 
rroa people relief from this unholy 
and uniust tax.” 

In reply to his first letter the com- 
mission wrote that it would be giad 
to grant a hearing on the subject if 
Rev. Mr. Cary desired it. To this he 
replied that he supposed, in view of 
the rule it had adopted, the commis- 
sion had made up its mind; but that 
he would be glad to make a formal 
complaint with the commission and 
endeavor to demonstrate the injustice 
ef this charge for messenger service. 

Fighting Over a Depot,

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The Cartoonist Meets Several Herds of Wild Game ™ 
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SEEING NAIROBI 


Almost Face to Face--- Takes an Exciting Balloon Ride--- ~ 


But Confines His Hunting to the Pestiferous and ~ 
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Throwing Out Ballast.

Before Colonel’ Roosevelt drew the 
eyes of the world on British East 
Africa, Nairobi was practically unheard 
of. The British colonial office knew 
where it was and a fair number of 
English sportsmen had visited it in the 
last six or eight Perhaps 
twenty-five or thirty Americans had 
been in Nairobi on their way to the 
rich game fields that lie in all direc- 
tions from the town, but beyond these 
few outsiders the place was unknown. 
Now it is decidedly on the map, thanks 
to our gallant and picturesque Theo- 
dcre. It has been mentioned in book 
and magazine to a degree that nearly 
everybody can tell in a general way 
where and what it is, even !f he can- 
not pronounce it. 

Before coming to Nairobi I had read 
a lot about it, and yet when I reached 
the place it seemed as though the de- 
scriptions had failed to prepare me for 
what I saw. We arrived under un- 
usual conditions, having come up from 
Mombasa on the special train that 
brought the new governor, Sir Percy 
Girouard. Files of native soldiers were 
lined up on the platform of the sta- 
ticn, and the whole white population 
of the town, several hundred in num- 
ber, were magsed in front of the build- 
ing. The roofs and trees were filled 
with natives, and the broad open space 
beyond the station was fringed with 
pony carts, biillock carts, rickshaws, 
cameras, and some hotel buses. Sev- 
eral thousand people, mostly East In- 
Gians and natives, were among those 
present. Lord Delamere, who has 
adopted East Africa as his home and 
who owns a million acres of game 
preserves, read an address of welcome, 
and Sir Percy, in- white uniform and 
helmet, responded with a speech that 
struck a popular note. There were 
Gozens of cameras snapping and the 
whole effect was distinctly festive in 
appearance. 

Game Near the Town. 

The town lies on the edge of the 
Athi plains, a broad sweep of sun- 
bleached grass veldt many miles in ex- 
tent. From almost any part of the 
town one may look out on plains 
where great herds of wild game are 
constantly in sight. In an hour’s leis- 
urely walk from the station a man 
with a gun can get hartebeest, zebra, 
Grant’s gazelle, Thompson's gazelle, 
impalla and probably wildebeest. One 
cannot possibly count the number of 
animals that feed contentedly within 
sight of the town of Nairobi, and it is 
difficult to think that one is not look- 
ing out upon a collection of domesti- 
cated game. Sometimes, as happened 
two nights before we reached Nairobi, 


years. 
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a fon will chase a herd of zebra and 
the latter In fright will tear through 
the town, destroying gardens and 
fences and flowers in a mad stampede. 
We met one man who goes out 10 
miles from town every other day and 
kills ea kongoni (hartebeest) as food 
for his dogs. If one were disposed to 
do so, he could kill dozens every day 
with little effort and almost no diminu- 
tion of the supply. 
Potpourri at Nairobi. 

Nairobi is new and unattractive. 
There is one long main thoroughfare, 
quite wide and fringed with trees, 
along which at wide intervals is the 
substantial looking stone building of 
the Bank of India, the business houses, 
the hotels, and numbers of cheap cor- 
rugated tron one-story shacks used 
for government purposes. A native 
barracks with low iron houses and 
some more little fron houses used for 
medical experiments and still some 
more for use as a native hospital are 
encountered as one takes the half mite 
ride from the station to the hotel. A 
big square, filled with large trees, 
marks the park, and a number of rath- 
er pretentious one-story buildings dis- 
play signs that tell you where you may 
buy almost anything, from a suit of 
clothes to a magazine rifle. 

Goanese, East Indian and European 
shops are scattered at intervals along 
this one long, wide street. Rickshaws, 
pedestrians, bullock carts, horsemen 
and heavily burdened porters are pass- 
ing constantly back and forth, almost 
always in the middle of the street. 
Bicycles, one or two motorcycles and 
a couple of automobiles are occasion- 
ally to be seen. The aspect of the 
town suggests the activity of a new 
frontier place where everybody is 
busy. At one end the long street loses 
itself in the broad Athi plains, at the 
other it climbs up over some low hills 
and enters the residence district on 
higher ground. Here the hills are 
generously covered with a straggly 
growth of tall, ungraceful trees, among 


which, almost hidden from view, are | 


the widely scattered bungalows of the 
white population. 

Branching off from the main street 
are side streets, some of them thronged 
with East Indian bazars about which 
may be found all the phases of life 
of an Indian city. Still beyond and 
parallel with the one main street are 
sparsely settled streets which look 
ragged with their tin shacks and scat- 
tered gardens. 

Busy, but Not Beautiful. 

Nairobi is not a beautiful place, but 
it is new and busy, and the people 
who live there are working wonders 
in changing a bad location into what 
some day will be a pretty place. It is 
over 5,000 feet high, healthy and cold 
at night. Away off in the hills a mile 
or more from town is a government 
house, where the governor lives, and 
nearby is the club and a new Euro- 
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pean hospital, looking out over a sweep 
of country that on clear days includes 
Kilma-Njaro, over a hundred miles to 
the s@utheast, and Mount Kenta, a 
hundréa miles northeast. 

You are still in civilization in Nali- 
robl. Anything you want you can buy 
at some of the shops, and almost any- 
thing you may want to eat or drink 
can easily be gotten. There are week- 
ly newspapers, churches, clubs, hotels 
and nearly all the by-products of civil- 
ization. One could live in Nairobi, 
only a few miles from the equator, 
wear summer clothes at noon and 
winter clothes at night, keep well, and 
not miss many of the luxuries of life. 
The telegraph puts you in immediate 
touch with the whole wide world, and 
on the 13th of September you can read 
the Chicago Tribune of August 31. 

At present the chief revenue of the 
government is derived from shooting 


parties, and the officials are doing oe 


they can to encourage the coming of 
sportsmen. Each man who comes to | 
shoot must pay $250 for his license as 
well as employ at least thirty natives 
for his transport. He must buy sup- 
plies, pay 10 per cent import and ex- 
port tax, and in many other ways 
spend money which goes toward pay- 
ing the expenses of government. The 
government also is encouraging vari- 
ous agricultural and stock raising ex- 
periments, but these have not yet 
passed the experimental stage. Al- 
most anything may be grown in British 
East Africa, but before agriculture can 
be made to pay the vast herds of wild 
game must either be exterminated or 
driven away. No fence will keep out 
a herd of zebra, and in one rush a 
field of grain is ruined by these giant 
herds. Experiments have failed to 
satisfactorily domesticate the zebra, 
and so he remains a menace to agri- 
culture and a nuisance in all respects 
except adding a picturesque note to 
the landscape. 


Agriculture Not Profitable. 


Colonel Roosevelt, in a recent speech 
in Nairobi, spoke of British East 
Africa as a land of enormous possibili- 
ties and promise, but in talks with 
many men here I found that little 
money has been made by those who 
have gone into agriculture in a large 
way. Drought and predatory herds of 
game have introduced an element of 
uncertainty which has made agricul- 
ture, as at present developed, unsatis- 
factory. 

Colonel Roosevelt has become a pop- 
ular idol in East Africa. Everywhere 
one meets Englishmen who express 
the greatest admiration for him. He 
has shrewdly analyzed conditions as 
they now exist and has picked out the 
weak spots in the government. For 
many years the country has been ad- 
ministered by weak executives, and its 
progress has been greatly retarded 
thereby. The last governor was kind, 
but inefficient, and some months ago 
was sent to the West Indies, where he 
ix officially buried. Roosevelt came, 
sized up the situation, and made a 
speech at a big banquet in Nairobi. 
Nearly two hundred white men in eve. 
ning clothes were there. They came 
from all parts of East Africa, and lis- 
tened with admiration to the plain 
truth that Theodore Roosevelt told 
them in the manner of a Dutch uncle. 
Since then he has owned the country, 
and could be elected to any office 
within the gift of the people. He 
talked for over an hour, and it must 
have been a great speech, if one may 
judge by the enthusiastic comments I 
have heard about it. When an En- 
glishman gets enthusiastic about a 
speech by an American it must be a 
pretty good speech. 


Can Bay Everything There. 
Newland & Tarlton is the firm that 
outfits most shooting parties that 
start out from Nairobi. They do all 


{the preliminary work and relieve you 


of most of the worry. If you wish 
them to do so, they will get your com- 
plete outfit, so you need not bring 
anything with you but ae suitcase. 
They will get your guns, your tents, 
your food supplies, your mules, your 
headman, your cook, your gun bearers, 
your askaris (native soldiers), your 
interpreter, your ammunition and your 
porters. They will have the whole 
outfit ready for you by the time you 
arrive in Nairobl. When you arrive 
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in British East Africa a-shooting bent, 
you will hear of Newland & Tarlton 
so Often that you wil] think they own 
the country. 

Mr. Newland met us in Mombasa, 
and through his agents sent all of our 
London equipment up to Nairobi, 
When we arrived in Nairobt he had 
our porters ready, together with tent 
boys, gun bearers and.all the other 


members of our “safari,” and in three 
days we were ready to march. The 
firm has systematized methods s0 
much that it is simple for them to do 


what would be matters of endless 
worry to the stranger. In course of | 
time you pay the price, and in our! 
case it seemed reasonable, when one; 
considers the work 
volved. Most English sportsmen come 
out in October and November, after 
which time the shooting is at its 
height. Two years ago there were 
Sixty “safaris,” or shooting expedi- 
tions, sent out from Nairobi. When 
we left, late in August, there were 
about thirty. Perhaps in another 
month Or so there will be thirty more. 


Many Attendants Needed. 

Each party must have from thirty 
to a couple of hundred camp attend- 
ants, depending upon the number of 
white men in the party. _. Each white 
man requires, roughly, thirty natives 
to take care of him. In our party of 
four white people, we have 118. One 
would presume that the game would 
be speedily exterminated, yet it Is said 
that the game is constantly increas- 
ing. After one day’s ride on the rail- 
way it would be hard to conceive of 
game being more plentiful than it js 
at present. Mr. Roosevelt carries 
nearly three hundred men with him, 
collects a great quantity of game, and 
necessarily spends a great deal of 
money. It is said that the expenses 
of his expedition approach $10,000 a 
month, with the chance that. this 
figure is more than the actual figure. 

Just at present there is a shortage in 
the porter supply, and we were obliged 
to take out men from a number of dif 
ferent tribes. Swahili porters are con- 
sidered the best, but there are not 
enough to go around So we have swa- 


hilis, Gagandas, Kikuyus, Kavirondos, 
Lumbwas, Inyanwezis, and a lot more 
of assorted races. Each porter carries 
sixty pounds on his head, and when 
the whole outfit is on the trail it looks 
like a procession of much importance. 


Crowded with Sportsmen. 

The Norfolk hotel is the chief rendez- 
vous of Nairobi. In the course of the 
afternoon nearly all the white men on 
hunting bent show up at the hotel and 
patronize the bar. They come in won- 
derful hunting regalia and in all the 
wonderful splendor of the Britisher 
when he is afield. There is nearly al- 
ways a great coming and going, of 
men riding up, and of rickshaws arriv- 
ing and departing. Usually several 
tired sportsmen are stretched out on 
the veranda of the long one-storied 
building, reading the ancient London 
papers that are lying about. Profes- 
Sional guides, arrayed in picturesque 
Buffalo Bill outfits, with spurs and 
hunting knives and slouch hats, are 
among those present, and amateur 
sportsmen in crisp khaki and sun hel 


mets and new puttees swagger back 
and forth to the bar. There is no deny- 
ing the fact that there Ts considerable 
drinking in Natirobi. There was 


after we got there, however. After 
the arrival of the European steamer at

On our ship there were four different 
parties. A young American from Bos- 
ton, who has been spending several 
years doing archaeological work in

cavalry officer, was starting out for a 
six weeks’ shoot south of the railway 
and near Victoria Nyanza. 

Boyce and Balloon Present. 

Two professional] ivory hunters were 
starting for German Past Africa by way 
of the lake. Mr. Boyce and his African 
balloonograph party of seven white 
men were preparing for the photo- 
graphing expedition in the Sotik, and 
our party of four was making final 
preparations for our‘: march Conse-

and Newland & Tarlton’s warehouse 
was the center of throngs of waiting 
porters and the scene of intense activi- 
ty as each party sorted and assembled 
its mountains of supplies. 

Reager and Wormald got off first, 
going by train to Kijabe, where they 
were to begin their ten-days’ march 
into the Sotik. Here they were to try 
their luck for two or three weeks and 
then march back, preparatory to start- 
ing home. 

The professional ivory hunters were 
slow in starting. There was delay in 
getting mules. One of them had shot 
300 elephants in the Belgian Congo dur- 
ing the last four years, and it was sus- 
pected that he had been poaching. The 


and. worry in-) other had been caught by the Belgian) 


authorities on his last trip, lost all his 


ivory and guns by confiscation, but was; 


ready to make another try. The ivory 
game isa rich oneand there are always 
venturesome men who are willing to 
take chances with the law in getting 
the prizes. 

The Boyce party with its two bal- 
loons and its great number of box kites 
and its moving picture equipment and 
its twenty-nine cameras and its vast 
equipment was slow in starting, but it 
expected to get away on September 24, 
the day after we left. They planned 
to fill their balloon in Nairobi and tow 
it at the end of a special train as far 
as Kipabe, where they were to strike 
inland from the railway. They were 
ercamped on a hill overlooking the 
city, with their 230 porters ready for 
the fleld and thefr balloon ready to 
make the first ascension ever attempted 
in East Africa. 

Gave a Show for Charity. 

Throngs of natives squatted about, 
watching the final preparations, and 
doubtless wondered what the strange, 
swaying object was. On the evening 
of the 224 the party gave a moving 
picture show at one of the clubs for 
the benefit of St. Andrew's church. A 
great crowd of fashionably dressed 
people turned out and saw the motion 
picture records of events which they 
had seen in life only a couple of days 
before. There were moving pictures 
of the arrival of the governor’s special 
train, his march through the city, and 
many other events that were fresh in 
the minds of the audience. There were 
also motion pictures taken on the 
ship that brought us down from Naples 
to Mombasa, and it was most interest- 
ing to see our fellow passengers and 
friends reproduced before us in their 
various athletic activities while on 
shipboard. My Boyce gave an after- 
noon show for the children, an evening 
show for the grownups, and was to 
give another for the natives the fol- 
lewing night. The charities of Nairobi 
were much richer because of Mr. Boyce 
and his African Ballooncgraph expe- 
dition. 

While in Nairobi we visited the lit- 
tle station where experiments are be- 
ing made in the “sleeping sickness.” 
An intelligent young English doctor is 
conducting the investigations, and 
great hopes are entertained of much 
new information about that most mys- 
terious ailment that has swept whole 
colonies of blacks away in the last 
few years. 

Studying the Tsetse Fiy. 

In many little bottles were specimens 
of the deadly tsetse fly that causes all 
the infection. And the most deadly of 
ell was the small one whose distin- 
guishing characteristic was its wings, 
which crossed over its back. These 
we were told to lookout for and to 
avoid them, if possible. They occur 
only in certain districts and live in 
the deep shade, near water. They also 
are day-biting insects, who do their 
biting only between 11 o'clock in the 
morning and 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

In the station there are a number of 
mbnkeys, upon which the fly is being 
tried. They are in various stages of 
the disease, but at present it seemed 
impossible to tell whether their illness 
was due to the sleeping sickness germ 
or was due to tick fever, a common 
malady among monkeys. In one of the 
rooms of the laboratory there were 
natives holding little cages of tsetse

) 


flies against the monkeys, which were 
pinioned to the floor by the natives. 
The screened cages were held close to 
the stomach of the helpless monkey, 
and little apertures in the screen per- 
mitted the fly to settle upon and bite 
the animal. The poor little monkeys 
looked patient and pitiable as they 
were exposed to the attacks of the 
flies, but we realized that it was an 
experiment which may have great 
value to Africa. Since the sleeping 
sickness develepod, only about ten 
years ago, there have been countless 
thousands of natives killed by it. 
Whole districts have been wiped out, 
and yet science has not thus far dis- 
covered a way to effectively fight this 
frightful scourge. Several European 
doctors have died from it, and pne of 
them, in the first stages of the disease, 
went to Europe, where all efforts were 
made to save him, but in vain. 
Deadly for Live Stock. 


There are certain wide belts of 


land in Africa called the “tsetse fly 
belts,” where horses, mules, and cat- 
tle cannot live. These districts have 
been known for a number of years, 
long before the sleeping sickness be- 
came known. In the case of animals, 
the danger could be minimized by 
keeping the animals out of those 
belts, but in the case of humans the 
same cannot be done. One infected 
native from a sleeping sickness dis- 
trict can carry the disease from one 
end of the country to the other, and 
when once it breaks out the newly in- 
fected district is doomed, Consequent- 
ly, the British authorities are greatly 
alarmed, for by means of this deadly 
fiy the whole population of East Af- 
rica might be wiped out if no rem- 
edy is discovered. It has not yet 
been proven that East Africa is a 
“white man’s country,” and in the 
end it may be necessary for him to 
give up hope of making it more than 
a place of temporary residence and 
exploration. 

We were also shown’ some ticks. 
They are the pests of Africa. They 
are every place and carry a particu- 
larly malicious germ that gives one 
“tick fever.” It is not a deadly fever, 
but it is recurrent and weakening. 
There are all kinds of ticks, from lit- 
tle red ones no bigger than a grain of 
red pepper to big fat ones the size of 
a finger nail that looks exactly like the 
color of the ground. They seem to 
have immortal life,-for they can exist 
for a long time without food. Dr. 
Ward told us of some that he had put 
into a box, where they had lived four 
years without food or water. He 
also told us of one that was sent to 
the British museum, put on a card 
with a pin through it, and lived over 
two years in this condition. It is as- 
serted, however, that it sustained fa- 
tal injuries, because after a~ two

years’ iight against its wound it final- 
ly succumbed. 
Infest Camp Grounds. 

We were told to avoid old camping 
grounds while on “safare,” because 
these spots were usually much infect- 
ed with ticks waiting for new camp- 
ing parties. Wild game is always 
covered with ticks and carries them 
all over the land. As you walk 
through the grass in the game coun- 
try the ticks cling to your clothes and 
immediately seek for an opening 
where they may establish closer rela- 
tions with you. Some animals, like 
the rhino and the eland, have tick 
birds that sit upon their backs and 
eat the ticks. The egrets police the 
eland and capture all predatory ticks, 
while the rhino usually has half a 
dozen littla tick birds sitting upoa 
him. 

However, we are starting out in a 
day or so, and in a few days may 
learn a lot more about ticks than we 
now know. 

It is supposed to require a certain 
amount of nerve to go lion shooting. 
It is also supposed to require an ad- 
ditional amount to face an angry 
rhino or to attempt to get an African 
buffalo. The last named creature is a 
vindictive, crafty beast that is feared 
by old African hunters more than they 
fear aly other animal. In conse- 
quence of these dangers we decided 
that it might be well to give our 
nerves a thorough test before going 
out with them. If they were not in 
good ‘condition it would be well to 
know it before rather than after go- 
ing up against a strange and hostile 
lion. 

Balloon Nerve Test. 

That is why we went up in the bal- 
loon in Nairobi. The balloon was one 
of the two Boyce balloons and had 
never been tried. It was small, of 12,- 
000 cuble feet capacity, as compared 
with the 70,000 foot balloons that do 
the racing. It was also being tried 
at an altitude of over 56,000 feet under 
uncertain wind and heat conditions, 
and so the element of uncertainty was 
aggravated. We felt that if we could 
go up in a new balloon of a small 
size it might demonstrate whether we 
should later go up a tree or stand pat 
against a charging menagerie. 

There was a great crowd gathered on 
the hill where this balloon was being 
inflated. Since 5 o'clock ig the morn- 
ing the gas had been generating in the 
wooden tanks, and from these was be- 
ing conducted by a cloth tube to the 
mouth of the balloon. The natives 
squatted wonderingly about in a great 
circle, mystified and excited. At 3 
o'clock the balloon was over half fill- 
ed and was swaying savagely at its 
anchorage. A strong wind was blow-

Shanghai, 1909. — (Special Corre- 
eporndent.)—-The growth of Shanghai 
beats that of the gouré@ of Jonah, which 
sprang up in a night. It is now a 
modern European city. It has business 
blocks which might be dropped down 
In New. York or London end not be out 
of piace, and residences which would 
be fine in Washington or Paris. Along 
the Bund, the wide road which’ faces 
the river, are a dozen or more banks 
whose capita! runs into the tens of 
millions and whose Managers are 80 
trusted that they can dip into tHe 
pockets of the nations and draw ott 
at pleasure. On the same street are 
ciubhouses, some of which have cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
build. There are big hotels where you 
can live as well as at home, and shops, 
“with plate glass windows, containing 
European goods of every description. 
Shanghai is the Paris of the Far East. 
T’ is one of the richest cities of Asia. 
and it takes the best of all that its 
going.

In the Big Cotton Mille. 

Shanghal is preparing to manufac- 
ture for the new China. It fs putting 
. up factories and foundries and start- 
ing all sorts of new industries. It has 
silk filatures which are producing bales 
of raw silk for our American weavers, 
modern flour mills equipped with Mi}- 
waukee machinery, and a cigarette fac- 
tcry owned by the American tobacco 
trust. which employs more than 1,000 
bands. It has eight great cotton mills 
with several hundred thousand spindles, 
and some which have 80,000 or 90,000 
epindlies in a single establishment. In 
these mills over 30,000 Chinese men, 
women and children are employed, and 
they are spinning and weaving cot- 
ton quite as well as in any of our 
American factories. The most of them 
are managed by Chinese foremen and 
they give some idea of how the Celes- 
tiais expect to make their own cloth in 
tne future. 

During my stay here ¥ have visited 
some of the biggest of the cotton facto- 
res. I went through the establishment 
of the Soy Chee Cotton Spinning Com- 
pany today. It lies on the Whampoa 
river, the branch of the Yangtse which 
gives Shanghai access to the Sea, and 
it is so situated that the bales can be 
landed right at the mills and the 
ZE00ds shipped thousands of mileg into 
the interior by means of the river, or 
te Japan or the United States. The 
Suburb connected with it is known as 
Hongkew. This & great factory 
and its smokestacks dot the 
running along its banks a}- 
to the Yangtse. 

Child Labor at Four Cents Per Day. 

The buildings of the Soy Chee com- 
pany cover several acres. They are 
of gray brick and are shadowed by a 
smokestack which rises to the height 
of a twelve-story flat. Entering them, I 
found over a. thousand men, women 
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fire machines, and the employers had 
a fire drill every week. In nearly ev- 
ery place the wages were as low or 
lower than those I have quoted, the 
highest price paid the men being 
something like thirty cents per day, 
while a good average wage was eight 
or ten cents. I found girls at work 
in all of the factories, and I know 
of none which does not employ chil- 
dren, 

At present a considerable portion of 
the cotton used in China is imported 
from abroad. We have the bulk of 
the Manchurian trade, although Japan 
is doing its best to compete. The Enug- 
lish sell the greater part of the goois 
brought in to the Yangtse valley and 
south China, and the Germans are 
pushing their cloths everywhere. With- 
in the past year or so, however, the 
Chinese officials have been starting 
small factories in which hand looms 
are used. I saw some in Tientsin 
and other parts of Chihli, and I am 
told that there are more than 15.900 
such looms now at work in that proy- 
ince. 

China’s Cotton Supply. 

China is doing all it can to improve 
its native cotton. The officials are 
sending out men to study: our cotton 
belt and our methods of cotton raising, 
and edicts have been issued to en- 
courage the growth of the crop in all 
the provinces. It is claimed that cwt- 
ton will do well in most parts of 
China. Much of the country lies in 
the latitude of our southern states, 
and from Shanghai northward there 
are fitted for cotton growing. With 
unscientific methods of cultivation the 
country is now producing something 
like 70 per cent of the raw material it 
uses, and if properly farmed, the crop 
could be enormously increased. 

The native cotton is of a short st.iple. 
It is hrought here in boats upon the 
Yangtse Kiang and its tributaries, and 
also in sea-going junks from Ninxpo 
and the-lands farther south. It is put 
up in bags of enormous size, but so 
loosely packed that one twice as larze 
as a feather bed weighs only 200 
pounds. It is loaded and unloaded by 
coolies who carry it upon their heads 
from the ships to the factory. 

Other farmers ship -their raw cotton 
in basketwork bales the size of a hogs- 


ton yards and the lint is sometimes reé- 
bales in packages of 560 pounds for 
export to the United States and Eu- 
rope. The nature of the native cotton 
makes it especially good fér under- 
wear, and some of it is sent to the 
United States for that purpose. 
A Nation in Cotton. 

Our cotton factories should send 
their agents here to study the market 
These people dress in cotton instead 
of silk, and the most of the cloth used 
is spun and reeled by hand and ‘woven 
at home.

It has a tube about a foot 
long, and this bends over at the 


mouthpiece. This pipe is usually 
made of copper and silver, or an alloy 
of copper, zinc, nickel and iron, It is 
used by both men and women. 

The natives make cigarettes of corn 
husks and bamboo leaves. They also 
roll tobacco in brown paper. Of late 
years, however, the rice paper,cigar- 
ette has come into vogue, aA it is

Strike of Tobacco Girlis. 

One of the Americans employed in 
the tobaceo factory at Shanghai tells 
me they had a big strike the other 
day. A thousand-odd giris left the es- 
tablishment and refused to return un- 
til their grievance was settied. The 
trouble, strange to say, came from ua 
coffin. 

The girls were in the habit of chang- 
ing from one department to another 
without asking the manager, and they 
looked so much alike that the foreign 
officials could not tell if they were in 
their right places. Thereupon a sys- 
tem of badges was instituted, giving 
to each girl a pin labeled with charac- 
ters indicating the name of the de- 
partment to which she belonged. 
Every girl had to have her own badge 
and wear it. The badges were round, 
square of shaped like a keystone ac- 
cording to the rooms in which the 
girls worked. It was the last badge 
which caused the trouble. The day aft- 
er the order went forth the girls with 
the keystone pins struck, and the next 
noon the others went out. [It was aft- 
erward found that the objection lay 
in a@ superstition that the keystone 
badges would bring bad luck to their 
wearers, because they were shaped like 
the head of a coffin. It was some time 
before this could be remedied and the 
employees brought into line. 


Boycotting the British. 

And this brings me to the new boy- 
cott which was recently instituted 
against the British steamers on the 
Yangtse-Kiang. I am told that some 
of the companies are losing a thou- 
sand dollars a day, and that the Chi- 
nese are refusing to ship by them be- 
cause a certain deck passenger died 
from a kick given by one of the steam- 
ship ticket collectors. The British are 
much alarmed about the matter, and 
are doing all they can to appease the 
Chinese. 

The first great boycott against for- 
imposed upon the 
Americans, two or three years ago. 
Tae merchants of the largest cities 
then bound themselves not to buy 
American goods, and imposed a penalty 
of $40,000 upon any member of their 
organization who did so. After this 
boycott was raised, the trouble with 
the Japanese caused by the importa- 
tion of arms on the Tatsu Maru was 
instituted, and it was continued until 
it cost Japan many millions of dollars. 
About six months ago a Chinese offi- 
cial told me that the damages to Japa- 
nese trade had already aggregated 
more than forty millions, and that the 
guilds of Canton had sworn to make 
them one hundred and fifty millions 
before they got through. That boy- 
cott was most powerful at Canton.*The 
people there would use nothing Japa- 
nese. The women had anti- Japan clubs 
and the merchants refused to ship in 
Japanese steamers. The loss of trade 


created financial distress all over Ja- 
pan, and the government officials at 
Tokio were at a loss as to how to 
handle the situation. Said one of them 
to me: 

“We cannot fight the Chinese be- 
cause they will not trade with us. The 
powers would not stand for a war of 
that kind, and we are practically heip- 
less. This is so because the United 
States knuckled down and permitted 
the first boycott. Had she acted oth- 
erwise she might have stopped Chi- 
nese boycotting forever.” 

“But how could she do that?” 

“Easy enough then, although not at 
all now with the precedent  estab- 
lished. I was in Peking at the time 
the boycott was started, and I told 
your minister, Mr. Rockhil, how he 
could stop it. Said I: 

“What your government should do ie 
to make a firm stand against the boy- 
cott, and at the same time send a gun- 
boat or so along the coast under pre- 
tense of ‘surveying the waters. The 
ships should stop at the islands, and 
now and then make an expedition off 
through the country. The Chinese will 
become alarmed, but the naval officers 
can tell them that they are merely 
surveying for science, adding at the 
end of each reply a significant ques- 
tion as to what China intends to do 
as to the boycott. The government will 
fear that the United States is about 
to retaliate and an edict will be sent 
forth that the boycott must be stop- 
ped.” 

“And what did Mr. Rockhill say to 
that?” I asked. 

“Oh,” replied the Tokio statesman. “he 
had not enough backbone to try it. 
He said he had no doubt but that the 
plan would work, but that he did not 
dare to suggest it. When I asked why 
not, he significantly said: ‘I don't dare 
to do it. I don’t dare. Our Teddy would 
jump at it in a minute.” 

“And,” concluded this man, “T have 
no doubt but that President Roose- 
velt would haye jumped at it; and had 
he done so, there would have been no 
further trouble as to American gzoods 
and none as to other foreign goods in 
the future. As it is now the psycho- 
logical moment has passed: and not 
you, only, but also we and all others 
must get on our Knees to these boy- 
cotting celestials.”’

At 
present it is safe to say that there are 
at least four hundred millions of them 
who dress in such geods all the year 
round. They wear only one or two 
thin garments in the summer, but in 
winter they have several suits well 
wadded to keep themselves warm, and 
in the northern provinces they put on 
suit after suit as the weather grows 
colder. Indeed, some fleshy Chinese 
in full winter dress have trouble in 
getting through their own doorways. 
But even at one suit of twenty yards 
to each person per year the amount of 
cotton used is so great that at least 
eight billion yards are required. This 
amount is beyond comprehension. It 
would carpet a pathway sixty feet 
wide from the earth to the moon, or 
cover one more than twenty. miles 
wide from New York to Chicago. Our 
total shipment of cotton goods to oth- 
er countries is less than thirty-three 
million dollars a year, and all we send 
to Asia sells for less than thirteen mil- 
lions. That which goes to China would 
hardly patch the knees of the Celes- 
tials, let alone make their clothes.

Cotton Yarn for Hand Looms. 

This factory works day and night, 
and there are quite as many children 
employed in the night shift as in the 
daytime. One thousand hands are al- 
ways busy, Sunday and week days, al] 
the year through. Its chief product 
is cotton yarn for the domestic weav- 
ers. This is madé up into bundles 
which are then packed into bales of 
490 pounds each, and shipped all over 
the country. The yarn is woyen into 
cloth on hand looms, and it supplies 
a large part of the clothing of the 
common people. It comes into compe- 
tition with the mills of India and Ja- 
pan, and also with those which are 
now starting up in the other parts of 
China. I am told there “are some- 
thing like 300,000 spindles now work- 
ing upon such yarn at Shanghai, and 
also a large number at Ningpo and 
Soochow. There is one big mill at 
Hangchow, one at Canton, and some 
at Hongkong, Wuchang and Hankow.

If our cotton interests could handle 
this market as the Standard Oll does 
the exports from our southern states 
might run into the hundreds of mill- 
ions a year. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has its own agents in ali the 
provinces, and it is pushing its bus- 
iness in every city. Twenty years ago 
the oll was shipped here in tin cans. 
It is now brought in tank steamers 
which carry 10,000 tong at a load. The 
vessels start from San Francisco and 
land at half a dozen different ports, 
where the oil is pumped out into great 
storage tanks. I found such tanks at 
Hankow, 600 miles up the Yangtse 
Kiang, and saw the steamers unloaded 
by means of a pump The tanks there 
hold tens of thousands of barrels. 
They have factories connected with 
them, where the tim plate is made into 
5-gallon cans. These are filled with 
oil and are distributed by the Yangtse 
and its tributaries. The stuff is eco- 
nomically handled, being sold in 
smaller and smaller packages as it 
gets farther away from the ports, and 
in some placeg almost by the spoonful. 
The Standard O11 Company has tanks 
at Tientsin and Hongkong. It does by 
far the biggest oil business in China, 
although the Burmese, Russian and 
Sumatra companies compete. 

Within the past year one of these 
latter companies has opened up a new 
oil territory about 200 miles north of 
Pekin. The oil is carried in cang on 
wheelbarrows over 100 miles to a ca- 
nal and thence floated down to tne 
capital. The wheelbarrow men go in 
caravans of& fifty barrows each. They 
are paid something like 4 cents gold 
a day, and other labor is proportion- 
ately paid. - 

Our Tobacco Trust. 

Another Ameérican institution which 
is doing a big business in China is the 
tobaco trust. It has its agents in ali 
of the cities, and has established sev- 
eral big factories. There ig one at 
Shanghai which employs 2,000 girls in 
making and packing cigarettes. There 
is another at Mukden, and a third at 
Hankow. Indeed, the Americans are 
changing the Chinese from  pipe- 
smokers to cigarette smokers, and 
machine-made cigarettes are now to 
be bomght as far west as Tibet. The 


business is done under the name of the 


American-Brittish Tobacco Company, 
and it has in its employ both British 
and American officers. The chief man- 
ager is an American, who lives here at

For years complaints had been made 
to the postoffice authorities that money 
was taken from the D. A. R. mail box, 
but when the postoffice inspectors at- 
tempted an investigation they found 
themselves mysteriously blocked. Miss 
Maclay, while pretending to act in con- 
cert with them, cleverly folled every 
effort to fix responsibility for the 
thefts. The gcevernment inspectors told 
the D. A. R. officials that some one in 
their employ must be guilty, but this 
statement was received with indignant 
incredulity. Every member of the force 
at headquarters felt herself in some 
degree an object of suspicion, and sev- 
eral of them fell ill from the strain. 

Although Miss Maclay’s name naa 
never been openly mentioned in con- 
nection with the thefts, she had not 
wholly escaped suspicion, for a former 
corresponding secretary general eight 
years ago requested the use of a pri- 
vate mail box. This was refused by the 
board, who construed it as a reflection 
on Miss Maclay, in whom they had the 
greatest confidence.
